Subpoena Defiance 
Is Last Of Charges 


Washington (AP) - The 


House Judiciary Committee for- 
mally concluded its epic im- 
peachment inquiry Tuesday 
night by thrice urging "in the 
name ... of all the people" that 
Richard M. Nixon be stripped of 
the presidency for high crime 
and other misconduct. 


In the final hours the com- 


mittee voted a third impeach- 
ment article for Nixon's defiance 
of its subpoenas. It rejected 
charges based on his. personal 
finances and the secret bombing 
of Cambodia. 


"This concludes the work of 


the committee," intoned Chair- 
man Peter W. Rodino, D-N.J., 
after the final vote less than an 
hour before midnight. 


Thus, automatically and 


without a final symbolic vote, 
the panel of 38 lawyers affirmed 
a covering resolution as the vehi- 
cle for action by the House — 
and possibly the Senate — on 
three articles charging the 
Republican executive with "high 
crimes and misdemeanors." To 
wit: 


— Obstructing justice in 


covering up the Watergate affair, 
a. political scandal bom two 


years ago when Republican 
agents burglarized and bugged 
Democratic 
national 


headquarters. 


- Misusing federal agents and 


agencies in broad-scale violation 
of citizens' rights through wire- 
tapping, tax investigations and 
other activities. 


— Refusing to comply with 


eight committee subpoenas for 
147 tape-recorded conversations 
and other material sought as 
evidence for the impeachment 
inquiry. 


The end of the committee's six 


days of nationally televised 
deliberations seemed almost 
anti-climactic after the high 
drama of the initial, crucial vote 
Saturday night on the first im- 
peachment article. 


The committee's umbrella 


resolution urged that a majority 
of the 435-member House, "in 
the name of itself and of all the 
people of the United States of 
America," place Nixon on trial 
in the Senate. There, a two- 
thirds^ vote would convict and 
remove him from office. 


Only once before in America's 


198 years has a presidential im^ 
peachment come this far — in 


1868 when Andrew Johnson was 
impeached by the House but 
acquitted by the Senate. 


Nixon, who 20 months ago was 


re-elected with the largest pop- 
ular vote in the nation's history, 
has repeatedly proclaimed he is 
innocent of an impeachable 
offense. And he has vowed to 
fight to the bitter end of a Senate 
trial if necessary. 


There was no immediate com- 


ment Tuesday night from Nixon 
or his spokesmen. 


But four hours before the 


committee's final vote, Treasury 
Secretary William E. Simon 
emerged from a meeting with 
Nixon declaring "I've never seen 
the President in a more positive, 
affirmative frame of mind." 


The committee is expected to 


take about a week to prepare the 
back-up report accompanying 
the resolution sent to the House, 
including dissenting views of 
Nixon's defenders. 


Those presidential supporters 


found themselves on the losing 
side of the votes on the three ar- 
ticles: 27 to 11 on the first, 28 to 
10 on the second and 21 to 17 on 
the third.

Greece, Turkey Sign 
Cyprus Troop Accord 


GENEVA, Switzerland (AP) — Turkey and 


Greece, with Britain's consent and an assist from 
Secretary of State Henry A, Kissinger, signed an ac- 
cord Tuesday in Geneva to reduce arms and forces 
gradually in Cyprus. The agreement contained no 
commitment for withdrawal of all forces. 


The agreement was signed at 10 p.m. Geneva 


time — 5 p.m. EDT—after six days of negotiations 
that were threatened several times by the prospect 
of Greek or Turkish walkouts. Greece, Turkey and 
Britain are the guarantors of Cypriot in- 
dependence, and they will meet again Aug. 8 to dis- 
cuss long-terms provisions for the island's future. 


Tuesday's agreement appeared to solve no basic 


problem on the island beyond limiting the level of 
forces that have been flowing in since Turkey in- 
vaded on July 20. Turkey will maintain its military 
grip over several portions of Cyprus, and the docu- 
ment could help strengthen the divisions between 
Greek Cypriots and the minority Turkish Cypriote. 


The three (^legations announced agreement on 


the document earlier Monday after Kissinger 
reportedly made several telephone calls to Turkish 
Premier Bulent Ecevit and Greek Premier 
Constantine Caramanlis. 


In Ankara, Ecevit said the American had played 


"a very constructive role" in the crisis. And British 
Foreign Secretary James Callaghan, who was the 
chief mediator at the talks, said the U.S. role in the 
search for a settlement had been valuable. 


After the signing ceremony, Foreign Ministers 


George Mavros of Greece and Turan Gunes of 


Turkey shook hands and embraced. A day earlier, 
Mavros had accused Turkey of "negotiating at gun- 
point," using its strong military position on the 
island 44 miles south of Turkey in an effort to wring 
concessions from Athens. 


There had been fears that the Greek-Turkish dis- 


pute over the island would lead to a war between 
the countries, both of which are members of the 
North Atlantic Treaty Organization. 


The accord recognizes the existence of two self- 


ruling administrations of Turkish Cypriots and 
Greek Cypriots on the embattled island. Greece has 
said the creation of separate administrations could 
lead to partition of the island, which Athens strong- 
ly opposes. 


The main document said the areas on Cyprus 


controlled by Turkish invasion forces and Greek 
Cypriot troops should not be extended after the 
time of the signing of the document. They called on 
all forces to end hostile activities.- 


The accord says United Nations peacekeeping 


troops should man a buffer zone at the edges of 
territory held by the Turkish troops. Until the size 
and character of the zones can be determined, no 
one is to enter the existing areas between the two 
forces. 


Greek and Greek Cypriot forces are to evacuate 


• all Turkish enclaves. Turkish Cypriot enclaves out- 
side Turkish military control will be protected by 
U.N. forces and may maintain their own police and 
security forces. 


The accord also calls for a prisoner exchange. 


on the first two articles has 
caused even some of Nixon's 
staunchest defenders to concede 
that House impeachment is a 
strong possibility. 


Republican Sen. John Tower 


of Texas', for example, said 
Tuesday the White House view 
that the issue will never reach a 
Senate trial "is a singularly un- 
enlightened one." 


House debate is expected to 


start in mid-August and last 
about two weeks. If impeach- 
ment is voted, congressional 
leaders hope to begin a Senate 
trial in late September. 


The charge that Nixon evaded 


income taxes and used federal 
funds to improve his California 
and Florida homes was defeated 
26 to 12 after two hours of 
sometimes acrimonious debate. 


The committee rejected by the 


same margin an attempt to cite 
the secret bombing of Cambodia 
as a fourth impeachment article. 
This decision came hours after it 
had adopted 21 to 17 the third ar- 
ticle on Nixon's defiance of the 
panel's demands for evidence. 


In all, the panel had logged 35 


hours, 46 minutes in the open 
phase of its deliberations. 


Rep. Edward Mezvinsky, D- 


lowa, offered an article charging 
the President "knowingly and 
fraudulently failed to report cer- 
tain income and claimed deduc- 
tions ... on his federal income 
tax returns which were not 
authorized by law." 


Rep. Charles Sandman, R- 


N. J., argued "there is absolutely 
no attempt to defraud" in the 
President's tax returns. "You 
cannot be held for fraud if you 
rely on the advice of an attorney 
and that's what Richard Nixon 
did." 


In recommending Nixon's 


removal from office, the com- 
mittee voted 27 to 11 Saturday to 
accuse Nixon of obstructing 
justice in the Watergate cover-up 
and decided 28 to 10 Monday to 
charge him with misusing 
federal agencies. 


The third article was sub- 


mitted by the committee's se- 
cond ranking Republican, Rep. 
Robert McClory of Illinois, who 
said Nixon's defiance of sub- 
poenas for 147 taped conver- 
sations was, "the prime example 
of stonewalling." 


It was the only one of the im- 


peachment articles sponsored by 
a Republican. 


The Cambodia proposal 


marked the first time all 17 
Republicans voted against an 
impeachment article.

four-years, normally work as a 
team. 


"We generally pick candidates 


both of us fSel comfortable 
with," Dave explains. 


They disagree sometimes, 


Lucy said, '-'but fundamentally 
we share similar views and 
similar interests." 


. Seven Campaigns 


The young couple can list 


seven campaigns they Tiave 
worked in prior to this year. 
Their 1974 attention is focused 
on legislative candidate Marge 
Schlitt and congressional 
aspirant Hess Dyas. 


(And Roger Welsch, the weed 


control authority candidate. 
"We're in charge of the weeds 
for this block," reminded Dave.) 


Lucy unabashedly identifies 


herself-as "a political idealist," 
who became interested in 
political involvement as a direct 
result of'a political science 
course taught at the University 
of Nebraska by Robert Sittig. 


"I could see where the system 


should work," she said. "All the 
ingredients are there. It is the 
responsibility of people to make 
it work." 


Interest Heightened 


Her interest in politics was 


heightened when she met Dave, 
who had been a student research 
assistant in the office of former 
Gov. Norbert Tiemann in the 
summer of 1970 and active in 
Democratic campaigns in 1971. 
Dave and Lucy were married in 
1972. 


For the past four years, Dave's 


interest has been directed 
toward Democratic politics. 


In 1971, he was chosen to help, 


construct a Nebraska presiden- 
tial primary campaign for Iowa's 
Sen. Harold Hughes. It folded in 
six weeks when Hughes 
withdrew as a candidate.

Then Dave was picked to help 


in the U.S. Senate campaign for 
Lincolnite Don Ferguson, but he 
too withdrew as a candidate 
after a short period. 


Musltie Campaign 


Then Dave went into the 


presidential primary campaign 
of Sen. Edmund Muskie of 
Maine—but he was knocked out

This year's drought disaster in 


Nebraska will require next 
year's state budget to be a "very 
tight"' document, Republican, 
gubernatorial nominee Richard 
Marvel said Tuesday. 


But, in spite of "all kinds of 


opposition" from Gov. J. James 
Exon, Marvel, said, the 
Legislature's 
Appropriations 


Committee, which he chairs, has 
provided the tools to meet next 
year's special fiscal needs. 


"We have established the 


machinery to tie down ap- 
propriations and set up 
priorities,"' Marvel said in a Lin- 
coln interview. 


Only Way 


"The system we have es- 


tablished is the only way we can 
meet these economic changes. If 
you have less money to work 
with, the fact that you have es- 
tablished priorities allows you to 
meet the challenge/' 


Exon, Marvel said, "favors 


lump sum appropriations." 


In fact, the 13-year legislative 


budget chairman acknowledged, 
it was their differences on ear- 
marking funds which shattered 
their cooperative working 
relationship in 1972. 


During tiie first year of the 


Exon administration, the gover- 
nor and Marvel worked in dose 
cooperation on the state budget 


Two Years Ago 


"The whole battle began two 


years ago," Marvel said. "The

"I think the basic difference 


between this administration and 
me is the fact that I insist on ap- 
propriations which are ear- 
marked for programs,"' Marvel 
said. 


That he admits, is "a very dif- 


ficult issue to develop"' in a 
political campaign. 


Important Matter 


"But I'm going to try," he 


said. "It is an especially impor- 
tant matter." 


Just as this year's more 


generous state budget was 
diredly related to what was then 
an unusually healthy Nebraska 
economy, so will next year's 
slate spending plan be related to 
what is now a depressed 
economy, Marvel said. 


"With drought on the one 


hand, and inflation on the other, 
we have a budget system which 
forces agencies to concentrate 
on priority items," he said. 


"It includes taking income 


into account

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Nixon Surrenders First Batch Of Tapes

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WASHINGTON (AP) - President Nixon on 
uttday surrendered the first batch of sub- 


poenaed Watergate tapes to U.S. District Judge 
John J. Sirica in compliance with last week's 
historic Supreme Court ruling. 


But in doing so, a White House spokesman said, 


the President will claim that portions of a few of 
the tapes should be withheld from special 
prosecutor Leon Jawonki on grounds of national 
security or executive privilege. 


The President's chief defense lawyef, James D. 


St. Clair, handed over to Sirica for judicial review 
11 original reels and copies of 17 conversations. 
St. Clair said the remaining three conversations 
due to be submitted Tuesday already were in the 
court's possession. 


The tapes include conversations between Nixou 


and his former top aides, H.R. Haldeman, John 
D. Ehrlichman and John W. Dean ffl, in March 
and April 1973. 


St. Clair said various notes, documents and 


other memoranda related to the conversations 
would be submitted Wednesday. 


"We worked all weekend on this matter," he 


told the judge before removing the tapes from a 


In providing the court with t list of the 


materials, St. Clair said that one tape of a conver- 
sation in the Oval Office on April 14,1973, had 
broken and instead of being repaired was 
rewound on another reel. 


Assistant prosecutor Richard Ben-Veniste 


noted that an April 17 conversation was contained 
in two separate tapes and questioned'whether a 
portion was missing. 


"I have no reason to believe that is so," St. 


Clair replied, adding he would check further. 


Following the 35-minute hearing, St. Clair told 


newsmen that Nixon would ask that Sirica 
withhold parts of some conversations from 
Jaworski but added that such claims would not be 
significant. 


Earlier, Deputy White House Press Secretary 


Gerald L. Warren said the Supreme Court's 8-0 
decision ordering the President to give up 64 
taped conversations to Jaworski permits Nixon to 
claim executive privilege regarding specific por- 
tions of the tapes.

Asked about the possibility some of the tapes 


may contain gaps, Warren replied, "I'm not 
saying there are gaps on these tapes." But he 
reminded reporters of "the rather primitive 
nature of the taping system." 


In reviewing the tapes, Warren said precautions 


were taken to make sure Nixon did not push the 
wrong button and erase some of the material. 


Warren said the White House intended to make 


all of the subpoenaed materials "available as soon 
as possible." 


According to the timetable worked out between 


St. Clair and Jaworski in Sirica's courtroom last 
week, delivery of the remaining 44 tapes is to be 
completed as soon as the White House can furnish 
an index and analysis of their content. St. Clair is 
scheduled to appear before-Sirica on Friday with 
a progress report. 


Friday also was set as the target date for tur- 


ning over the second batch of 13 tapes which the 
Watergate prosecutors regard as more crucial to 
their case. 


second set includes 13 presidential conversations 
which Jaworski has said were reviewed by Nixon 
last May when the White House briefly con- 
sidered a compromise proposal for complying 
with the prosecutor's demand for the materials. 


However, the White House rejected the com- 


promise May 7 and decided not to turn over any 
of the tapes. The court battle for the larger total 
of 64 taped conversations resumed, culminating 
in the Supreme Court's decision that all of the 
tapes were subject to judicial review. 


The House Judiciary Committee has sub- 


poenaed all but one of the 64 tapes for its im- 
peachment probe but the White House has not 
given any indication that it intends to comply. 


Jaworski subpoenaed the materials for use as 


evidence in the trials of six former White House 
or campaign aides, H.R. Haldeman, John D. 
Ehrlichman, John N. Mitchell, Gordon C. 
Strachan, Kenneth W. Parkinson and Robert C.

as five years in prison and $10,000 in 


fines — although it was expected the 
sentence would be substantially less for 
the help he has given prosecutors in 
bringing others to justice.

House counsel, now Nixon's chief ac- 
cuser, vowed publicly 15 months ago, 
just before he was fired, that he would 
"not become a scapegoat in the 
Watergate case." 


Testimony of Nixon campaign lawyer 


Paul L. O'Brien, released last week by 
the House impeachment inquiry, in- 
dicated Dean's decision to uncover the 
cover-up was triggered by the escalating 


money demands of bugging conspirator 
E. Howard Hunt Jr. in March last year. 


"Mr. Dean got extremely excited and 


I think his exact language was, 'I am 
tired of being put in the middle. I am 
going to bust the goddamned thing up- 
,'" O'Brien testified. 


For five days last summer, Dean told 


his story to the Senate Watergate com- 
mittee, including his belief that Nixon 
was part of the cover-up conspiracy, 


Lengthy plea bargaining with Special 


Prosecutor Archibald Cox led to Dean's 
guilty plea last Oct. 19, the day before 
Nixon fired Cox in the so-called "Satur- 


day Night Massacre" for his efforts 
through the courts to obtain White 
House tapes. 


The firing triggered the impeachment 


inquiry in the House, where Dean's 
testimony before the Judiciary Com- 
mittee has been crucial. 


Among other things, Dean admitted 


seeking to enlist the CIA in the 
Watergate cover-up; asking Nixon's per- 
sonal lawyer, Herbert W. Kalmbach, to 
raise money for the bugging con- 
spirators, and forwarding a promise of 
executive clemency to one of the 
burglars.

Oil Firms Pushing Gas Sales

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At the same time major oil 


companies are advising 
motorists to limit their driving 
and save gasoline, they are 
Asking many dealers to expand 
hours and reduce prices in an ef- 
fort to sell more. 


Some dealers say it is more 


than a request and that they are 
threatened with loss of their 
leases for noncompliance. 
Several oil companies say the 
dealers are simply being asked 
to comply with their contracts 
and better serve the public. 


Roy Surey, who runs a Union 


Oil station in Los Angeles, said, 
"A couple of bigwigs came out 
here to talk to me. They said 
they weren't happy that I wasn't 
selling my full allocation and 
they suggested that I stay open 
24 hours. I said I'd go broke if I 
did and they said my contract 
called for me to stay open and 
they didn't want to talk about a 
contract violation." 


Says a Union spokesman: "We 


have not forced the dealers to 
stay open longer. We have 


requested them to return to the 
operating hours they bad prior to 
the problems of last winter and 
early this year. The reason is 
that more gasoline is available 
now and we want to be able to 
take care of the motoring 
public." 


Similar comments came from 


Texaco, Atlantic Richfield and 
Shell. 


Letters have been sent to 


dealers by major oil companies 
encouraging them to increase 
their volume of sales. Some 
letters warn dealers their leases 
could be terminated unless 
volume increases. One letter to a 
Mobil dealer in California urged 
him to lengthen his operating 
hours. Unless the hours were 
expanded, Mobil said the dealer 
would be defaulting on his con- 
tract. "Your failure to correct 
said default could lead to ter- 
mination of the lease and con- 
tract," the letter said. 


But many dealers say they 


can't go back to their old hours 
because there just isn't the de- 
mand to warrant the additional 
expense. And they say they are 


reluctant to stimulate sales by 
reducing pump price because 
the oil companies haven't 
reduced the wholesale price. 


At the peak of the Arab oil em- 


bargo, most service stations had 
to hours of operation drastically 
because their supplies were 
allocated. Faced with limited 
quantities and higher prices, 
many Americans altered their 
driving habits to find ways of 
conserving fuel. 


The American Petroleum 


Institute reported Tuesday that 
major refiners are cutting back 
gasoline production because 
high prices have driven gasoline 
demand down and inventories 
up. 


And a Federal Energy Ad- 


ministration official said major 
dealers are not taking all of their 
allocations and that price wars 
have developed in several parts 
of the country. 


"All we are trying to do is to 


get them to make their full 
allocation available to the 
public," said a Shell spokesman. 


"The difference between scar- 


city and surplus is very small," a 
Texaco spokesman said Tuesday. 


Plan To Trim Some Tax Rates

House and Means Committee 
tentatively approved Tuesday a 
plan that would result in lower 
taxes for most low and moderate 
wage earners and slightly higher 
levies for some persons who 
make more than $50,000 a year.

of both earned and unearned in- 
come. 


The committee staff said the

Tuesday's actions included:

come up to a maximum of an ad- 
ditional $300. 


—An increase in the 


maximum standard deduction to 
17% of income up to a maximum 
of $2,500. The present standard 
deduction is 15% to a maximum 
of $2,000. 


—An increase in the minimum 


standard deduction from $1,300 
to $1,400 for shigle persons and 
$1,500 for couples. 


For the very wealthy, the pre- 


sent maximum tax of 50% on 
earned income such as salaries 
would be extended to a portion 
of unearned income such as 
rents, up to the amount of 
earned income. 


For instance, if a person had 


8100,000 of earned income and 
$200,000 of unearned income, 
$100,000 of the unearned income 
could not be taxed at a greater 
rate than 50%. The remainder 
could continue to be taxed up to 
a 70% rate. 


Above, $50,000, even counting 


changes in the maximum tax, 
the committee estimated that 
there would be an average tax in- 
crease of 0 3% to 15%. 


"But storage facilities are very 
small, too. When we produce 
gasoline, there's no place to 
store it and we have to sell it. 


"We're still a competitive 


business," he said. "A lot of peo- 
ple don't believe it but by God 
it's true. We still have a long- 
term energy problem and we 
still believe people should not 
waste it as long as we have it, 
but to sell, we want people to 
buy it from us, not the other guy. 
That's a dilemma we're going to 
have to live with." 


Mike Simonds, manager of a 


Citgo station in Chicago, said 
some pressure is being applied 
to dealers he knows of, but he 
doesn't think it's unjustified. 


"During the shortage, some 


dealers and their employes were 
open only for a few hours and 
closed on Sundays," he said. 
"They got to like the hours and 
now are slouching. They are 
trying to keep the hours and 
aren't selling their allotments, 
and the suppliers are trying to 
get them off their butts." 


An Exxon dealer in Miami 


said he had been contacted by 
company officials after he 
dropped 17,000 gallons below his 
allocation a few months ago. 
"But that was my fault," he 
said. "I got lazy and was closing 
down too early. They were right 
in pointing this out." 


But in Los Angeles, Frank 


Nix, an Arco station operator, 
said: "I'm already two cents un- 
der what I should be selling for 
and they're not willing to cut 
their prices one cent. They're 
keeping their take right up at the 
top, and they expect us, the 
dealers, to fight a price war for 
them." 


John Elshere, president of the 


International Service Station 
Dealers Association in Southern 
California, said pressure is 
applied by having company of- 
ficials cite the station operator 
for minor contract violations 
such as failing to keep facilities 
clean. These could cost the 
dealer fines and ultimately his 
lease, Elshere said.

Don't Cut Mayor's Pay 


Efforts continue within the City Coun- 


cil and elsewhere to do in that part of the 
city charter which directs the mayor of Lin- 
coln to be the highest paid local govern- 
ment official. The reason for the provision 
is obvious and it should be retained. 


If the mayor is the administrative head 


of city government, he should be the top 
paid executive. If all those in administra- 
tion are working for the mayor, which they 
are, he should have the top salary. 


Arguments to the contrary boil down 


to one thing — economic conservatism that 
would save a buck at any cost. Along with 
other things, the salary of the mayor, now 
at $25,000 a year, is one thing that puts 
responsibility on his back. 


He is not being paid a token sum. He is 


being paid to do a job and it is expected 
that he do as well as he possibly can. Take 
away the salary and you take away a part of 
the incentive in the job. 


We could have a mayor for much less 


but the situation would not be the same. 
When you serve for pay, it is one thing and 


when you serve as a volunteer, it is quite 
another. 


There is honor in office, too> and that 


would remain regardless of the salary but 
that is simply another fact, not an argu- 
ment against the present salary structure. 
The specific salary requirement was put 
into the charter to make the mayor, in fact 
as well as theory, the man in whom ad- 
minstrative responsibility is fixed. 


It was put there to give us a classic ad- 


ministrative form of managing the affairs 
of the city and it has worked well. One may 
not agree with everything that Mayor Sam 
Schwartzkopf has done but he has func- 
tioned as the charter intends. 


If other administrative salaries are 


pushing the lid placed on them by the 
requirement for the mayor's position, then 
the answer is to raise the mayor's, not to 
eliminate the requirement. That require- 
ment costs us very little in consideration of 
the entire city budget while providing a 
great many benefits.

Hie plight of the families of American 


servicemen still missing in action or 
presumed dead in Southeast Asia, and the 
plight of the men themselves is yet another 
heartbreaking and ugly chapter in the story 
of U.S. intervention in the Vietnam war. 


America's part in the war ostensibly 


ended with President Nixon's negotiated 
"peace with honor" and the administration 
was given credit for bringing the boys 
home while people here heaved a collective 
sigh'of relief that the war was at long last 
over. 


Of course, not all the men came home. 


Five hundred and forty some prisoners of 
war were released from communist prison 
camps, but over 1,300 American ser- 
vicemen are still listed as unaccounted for 
and with regularity the names of the mis- 
sing are being crossed off the list as 
presumed dead. 


Most Americans have since forgotten 


about the war because they have wanted to 
forget about it and what has happened to 
the Americans still unaccounted for and 
what our government is doing about it is no 
longer a burning issue. 


Except for the families involved, who 


have been rebuffed by a government which 
at best has said that it has done all it could 
and at worst has maintained a strange and 
cruel silence about whether it intends to 
make any additional efforts to account for 
the missing men. 


Spokesmen for the families of POWs 


and MIAs have stumped the country for a 
hearing and for support and have initiated 
their own diplomatic inquiries through 
neutral nations — a job the government 
should undertake — and have made little 
headway. They have suffered the ad- 


ditional abuse of being accused of lobbying 
for no change in the status of their men 
because a change would mean reduced 
benefits. „ 


The best answer we have heard from 


the government on this issue came from a 
Pentagon official on a CBS special report 
this last weekend, who said that the United 
States negotiated the settlement provisions 
for search teams and cooperation among 
the parties in good faith, and the fact that 
the communists were not living up to the 
agreement is a showing of their bad faith. 
True enough, but shouldn't something 
more be expected of our government? Are 
there no other pressures which can be 
brought to bear? 


We think the men and their families 


are due more than silence. The administra- 
tion should state clearly whether or not it 
has fully capitulated hi" the matter of the 
MIAs. President Nixon apparently has lost 
interest now that the public has gotten off 
his back over the war. Henry Kissinger has 
said that the government -has done all it 
could. But if the public were vitally in- 
terested, perhaps the government could 
find a way to do more. 


A news item Tuesday noted that 


spokesmen for the families of MIAs will 
meet with Vice President Ford on Friday, 
a meeting which the families view with 
some optimism because of Ford's 
expressed interest in the problem. 


Perhaps Ford, with his new-found high 


standing among Americans, can articulate 
the concern of the families forcefully 
enough to shake loose an apathetic ad- 
ministration which has left the MIAs in 
limbo.

GOP May Shatter 


WASHINGTON — Indiana Congressman 


David Dennis was probably right in telling his 
colleagues that the House and Senate impeach- 
ment debates will "tear asunder" the 
Republican Party. Indirect evidence of that 
possibility can be found in a new analysis 
prepared by the Library of Congress showing 
the re-election fortunes of the representatives 
and senators who voted on the 1868 impeach- 
ment of Andrew Johnson. 


In a sense, the 1868-74 election data is mis- 


leading when it shows that the greatest safety 
lay in voting to impeach and convict. On a more 
practical level, the real tale of the Johnson 
precedents has to do with the fate of those 
Republicans who broke party ranks. 


I'll skip over the impact of 1868 impeach- 


ment voting on the re-election of House 
members. No real correlation is apparent. But 
in the Senate, votes to acquit or convict had 
enormous influence on the future fortunes of 
the legislators involved. Of the 35 Senators who 
voted to convict Andrew Johnson, 17 were later 
re-elected. Of the 19 who voted to acquit the 
President, none — not a single one — returned 
for another term.

This is not to suggest that the electorate 


purged senators who voted for acquittal. 
Nineteenth Century senators weren't even 
elected by the people — they were elected by 
state legislatures. But from 1868 through the 
mid-Seventies, the "stalwart" leaders of the 
Republican Party steadily purged independent 
and reform-minded GOP solons who had 
broken away to support Johnson. A number 
were defeated: others simply acknowledged - 
reality and decided not to seek another term. 


A century later, our party organizations are 


much less powerful. Even so, many party of- 


ficials and rank-and-file voters are bound to take 
out their indignation on pro-impeachment 
Republicans. 


When the dust settles, in six months or a 


year, I think that the impeachment decisions 
made by Republican senators and congressmen 
will still be a festering wound in the corpus of 
The Grand Old Party. Some men, of course, 
will lose in November's elections. But others 
could lose in future party primaries because 
many Republicans see legislators supporting 
impeachment as guilty of opportunism and 
collaboration with the foe. 


All in all, I would not be surprised if the 


Watergate-impeachment inbroglio wound up 
shattering the Republican Party. The party 
tame has been grievously, albeit unfairly, 
"besmirched, and intra-party bitterness may be 
prohibitive despite the3 brief aura of returning 
fortune and unity that could follow the acces- 
sion of Gerald Ford.

Among GOP leaders, California Governor 


Ronald Reagan alone has raised this possibility. 
In a mid-July speech to the Young Americans 
for Freedom, he noted that the "new majority" 
still exists, and if the GOP has been "slowed 
down by the Watergate scandals and impeach- 
ment proceedings, perhaps the moment in 
history has been reached when a political re- 
alignment is needed." 


If Gerald Ford becomes president, he will 


face a tremendous challenge convincing both 
GOP liberals and conservatives that the 
Republican Party, with its soiled image, 
shrinking support base and legacy of fratricide, 
is worth keeping alive. '

Richard Nixon is impeached, the 
office of the presidency will have 
to be restructured and somehow 
brought more effectively under 
democratic control. Thoughtful 
persons are already pondering as 
to how this can be done in ways 
that accord with America's con- 
stitutional and political 
experience. 


Congress and the courts are 


supposed to check and balance 
executive authority. But the 
weakness of these restraints, as 
James L. Sundquist of the 
Brookings Institution has 
pointed out, is that "they 
operate after the fact, often long 
after the fact." 


Experience has shown that 


President Eisenhower has 
already dispatched the Marines 
to Lebanon or President 
Kennedy has given the CIA inva- 
sion of Cuba the go-ahead signal 
or President Truman has seized 
the steel mills well before any 
other branch of government can 
do anything or even knows what 
is underway. 


The problem is that within the 


executive branch, a president 
had no equals. He may consult 
with members of his cabinet or 
leaders of Congress or private 
citizens, but there is no one 
whom he is obliged to consult 
before he takes action.

George Reedy, who was Presi- 


dent Lyndon B. Johnson's first 
press secretary and later became 
an incisive critic of his style of 
governing, observed last year in 
his book, "The Presidency in 
Flux," that "he (the president) 
is a form of king and no one 
argues with a king. He is isolated 
from the moment he steps into 
the White House' because 
everyone around him is his sub- 
ordinate ... The problem is to 
somehow establish peers for the 
president." 


The United States is not about 


to adopt a parliamentary system. 
To work well, such systems 
require' more party discipline 
than members of the House and 
Senate -would be willing to 
accept. Moreover, no individual 
occupying the presidency with 
its proud tradition of vigorous in- 
dependence would like to begin 
sharing his power with his 
cabinet colleagues.

But short of-adopting a 


parliamentary system, is there 
no way of building institutional 
restraints inside the executive 
branch that would provide a 
timely check on a president's ac- 
tions and require him at least to 
consult persons of stature before 
he acted? 


Benjamin V. Cohen, who was 


an influential assistant and legal 
adviser to President Franklin D. 
Roosevelt and who in retirement 
is still one of the capital's wisest 
men, addressed this question in 
lectures he delivered in May at 
the University of California in 
Berkeley. 


Cohen's proposal is that 


Congress establish in the office 
of the president a small 
"executive council" made up of 
perhaps five to eight persons. 
These would be individuals "of 
highest public standing, with 
great but varied experience and 
outlook, to be nominated by the 
president and confirmed by the 
Senate. The council must be 
.kept small to encourage con- 
fidential discussion and serious 
deliberation."

This executive council would 


constitute a super-cabinet. Its 
members would not supervise 
specific departments as in- 
dividual cabinet members now 
do and would continue to do. 
Instead they would perform the 
job of monitoring, approving and 
coordinating the policies and 
programs of the various 
departments and agencies which 
has been performed in recent ad- 
ministrations by senior White 
House aides.

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One of the weaknesses of the 


Nixon administration was that

Ehrlichman, a former zoning 
lawyer, and H.R. Haldeman, an 
advertising agency manager. 
They contrast markedly with 
James F. Byrnes, a former

blame for the deterioration of rail travel. 


What Ms. Dondlinger must surely know is that in the 


quarter century since World War n, most American railroads 
have embarked on a systematic campaign to drive away the 
railroad passenger, so that they can concentrate on more 
profitable freight service and diversification into other enter- 
prises. Amtrak has inherited old equipment which it cannot 
replace fast enough, and shoddy roadbeds which much vaunted 
private enterprise has failed to keep in condition. 


If Amtrak had not gotten into the picture when it did, there 


would probably be DO passenger service through Hastings, at alL 
Remember the Burlington Northern's attempt, on two oc- 
casions in the late 196tTs to get rid of the California Zephyr? And: 
until spokesmen for the railroad industry are removed from the 
Amtrak governing board, there will be precious little improve- 
ment of the few trains we nave.

O'Neill is internationally 


wwwn, not as a designer of 
space vehicles, but in one of the 
most productive areas of physics 
research - that in which beams 
of high energy particles are fired 
headone at one another. His 
principle has been used in the 
design of some of the world's 
most powerful particle 
accelerators. 


His interest in space colonies 


began five years ago when his 
freshman physics class picked 
the subject at random for a 
seminar.

"But the more 
we got into it and the more 
calculations we did, especially 
from a financial approach, our 
minds were changed. We 
became convinced it was 
possible."

Oil Lease Bids Weak 


New Orleans (UPI) — Interior 


Department attempts to boost 
the price of offshore oil leases in 
the Gulf of Mexico fizzled 
Tuesday as the companies 
backed away from offering their 
recent profits in record bids. 


High bids totaled $76.6 


million, much less than the 
minimum price established by 
the government and a long way 
from the billion-dollar sales held 
by the department for offshore 
Gulf tracts earlier this year. 


All bids in Tuesday's sale 


totaled $88.7 million. 


Of 258 Texas and Louisiana 


offshore tracts up for bid — 
tracts bid upon but refused for 
lease in earlier sales — 208 of 
them were ignored by the in- 
dustry this time. Most of the 


others attracted bids at per-acre 
prices below $1,000. Some at- 
tracted offers as low as $32 an 
acre. 


Exceptions were Tract 82 in 


the Texas High Island area, 
south addition, which drew a $1,- 
107 an acre bid from Texaco and 
Columbia Gas, and Tract 216 in 
the Louisiana Eugene Island 
area, which attracted the highest 
bid of that day — $1,563 an acre 
from Chevron Oil Co., Ocean 
Drilling and Exploration Co., 
and others. 


The-Texaco-Columbia bid 


totaled $6.3 million and the 
Chevron-Odeco bid was for $7.8 
million. By contrast, similar 
sized tracts in other sales have 
gone for over $100 million.

S«y» John H. Distter, NASA's 


director of advanced programs:.

O'Neill envisions.using 


NASA's reflyable space shuttle, 
which is to become operational 
in 1980, to deliver elements of a 
first space colony and a con- 
struction force into space. He 
said about 300' shuttle 
launchings, over 4.6 years, would 
be required to hoist the needed 
10,000 tons of material and 2,000 
people. 


An additional 200 people 


would be sent to the moon to 
build a camp to mine and 
process raw materials for con- 
struction «f the colony. 


"A key point in cost reduction 


is to get nearly all the materials 
for the colony, some 98 per cent 
of the total mass, from the 
moon," O'Neill said. "The 
vacuum environment of the 
moon, and its low escape veloci- 
ty, will make it possible to use 
there an automated, ground- 
based materials launcher, run- 
ning on solar power." 


The Apollo explorations 


showed that the moon has an 
abundance of building material, 
including a lot of titanium, 
regarded as an exotic material. 
Lunar soil also is rich in oxygen, 
which could be combined with 
hydrogen brought from earth to 
provide water for the colony. 


The initial colony would con- 


sist of two connected cylinders, 
about half a mile long and 900 
feet in diameter, with total 
weight of 500,000 tons. Each 
would rotate once in 20 seconds 
so that centrifugal force would 
produce an earth-like gravity for 
the 10,000 inhabitants. 


A collector at one end would 


convert the sun's rays to elec- 
trical energy. External jniirors 
would reflect sunlight inside to 
illuminate the colony and permit 
crop growing. A changeable 
mirror angle would control the 
length of day. 


"For travel within the com- 


munity, bicycles and low-speed 
electric cars will be enough," 


v O'Neill said. "Between colonies, 
a simple engineless, pilotless 
craft, with no mechanism other 
than an oxygen supply can be 
accelerated by an electric motor 
and cable, from one community, 
on a computer-directed course." 
The physicist even has selected 
the site for the first colony. It's a 
place along the orbit of the 
moon, 240,000 miles from both 
earth and moon, known as the 
L5 libration point. 
' Scientists have identified five 
such points in space where the 
gravitational and centrifugal 
forces of the earth-moon system 
cancel each other out. Any 
object placed at these points 
would remain there rather than 
fall toward the moon or earth. 
Hundreds of separate colonies 
could be built at L5 because it 
covers an area of tens of thou- 
sand of miles. 


"Because 1970s technology is 


sufficient we could start now 
and have 10,000 people living 
and working in space at L5 by 
the late 1980s" at a total cost of 
about $30 billion. 


"Each successive habitat will 


house the work force and in- 
dustry to build the next," he 
said. "With that method, Model 
2 need cost no more than Model 
1, though it will have 10 times 
the population. In turn, its 100,- 
000 people can produce Model 3 
almost without cost to the eath, 
because that large a work force 
can mine the asteroid belt with 
its abundance of building 
materials." 


Each colony, he feels, would 


establish its own form of govern- 
ment and there might develop a 
federation of colonies. 


O'Neill eventually envisions 


massive stations, stretching for 
miles, which could house as 
many as two million people 
each. He would like to see so 
many persons resettled in space 
that earth's population could be 
reduced to what he considers a 
comfortable optimum, the 1910 
level of 1.2 billion.

U.S. Steel Earnings Up 


PITTSBURGH, Pa. (AP) - 


U.S. Steel Corp., bellwether of 
the nation's steel industry, on 
Tuesday reported record second- 
quarter earnings nearly double 
those in the same period of 1973. 


The giant steelmaker, which in 


three separate moves since April 
30 has raised its prices a total of 
13.5 per cent, said its second-' 
quarter net income jumped 92 
per cent, from $84.9 i^:";;::, or 
$1.56 a shai" in ":',i, M $160.3 
million, or $2.t>- j share the first 
three months of 1974. 


Second-quarter sales were 


$2.42 billion compared to $1.81 
billion the same period in 1973. 


Its earnings for the first six 


months of 1974 were $249.8 
million, or $4.61 a share, on sales 
of $4.38 billion, compared with 


1973 first-half income of $134.0 
million, or $2.47 a share, on sales 
of $3.33 billion. 


U.S. 
Steel said it would 


declare a 60 cent dividend for 
the quarter, compared to 50 
cents the previous quarter. 


The nation's 
largest 


steelmaker said steel shipments 
were at a peak of 6.8 million 
tons, slightly above those of a 
year ago. 


U.S. Steel Board Chairman 


Edgar B. Speer said tthe profit 
"improvement over prior year 
results reflected in the earnings 
reported today is encouraging 
because it indicates that a level 
of profitably is emerging which 
can stimulate steelmaking 
expansion within the domestic 
steel industry" 


WASHINGTON (AP) - 


Federal Reserve Chairman 
Arthur Burns told Congress 
Tuesday that a tax increase to 
combat inflation would hurt 
what he described as a "sluggish 
economy." 


"I wouldn't do it," Burns said 


in response to questions about a 
tax hike from members of the 
House Banking Committee. 


Burns said, "Confidence of 


people is low. We have an un- 
happy country. To raise taxes at 
the present time could cause in- 
creasing unemployment, could 
choke off new investment plans 
by business and could hurt con- 
sumer markets which are not 
flourishing," he said. 


Instead of a tax boost, Burns 


said, Congress should restrain 
spending and-the Federal 
Reserve should restrict the 
money supply even more than it 
has in recent months. 


"Our social and political in- 


stitutions cannot indefinitely 
withstand a continuation of the 
current inflationary spiral," 
Burns said. 


The FED's chairman also 


acknowledged that the expansive 
money policy previously pursued 
by the Federal Reserve was par- 
tially responsible for the soaring 
inflation rate. 


On the other hand, he said, 


any effort to use monetary 
restraint harshly could cause 


serious economic dislocation. 


Another government official, 


Herbert Stein, chairman of the 
Council of Economic Advisers, 
testified that the Nixon ad- 
ministration's proposal to 
reduce the current budget by $5 
biilion has not ripened to the 
point where specific programs 
have been selected for budget 
cuts. 


Stein, who is retiring next 


month to resume his academic 
career, told the Joint Economic 
Committee that the key to 
restraint on inflation is restraint 
on demand. 


Indicating that any anti- 


inflationary program would like- 
ly lead to higher rates of un- 
employment, Stein said the ad- 
ministration is studying ways to 
improve unemployment com- 
pensation plans. 


Sen. 
William Proxmire, D- 


Wis., 
chairman of the com- 


mittee, criticized the administra- 
tion for what he said was its 
reluctance to "jawbone" 
business to decrease prices, use 
antitrust laws or provide public 
service jobs to counter un- 
employment.

Association says that nails are 
very plastic when moist; brittle 
and rigid when dehydrated. 
Polish remover, which contains 
a solvent leads to a loss of 
water-holding capability in 
fingernails. 


Some studies indicate that 


gelatin taken daily in large doses 
may be beneficiaL However, the 
association reports that present 
consensus among dermatologists 
indicates that significant im- 
provement does not result from 
the gelatin treatment

tinues with severity, consult 
your physician.

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New Reactor May Curb Rising Fuel Cosfs

Washington — A source of 


moderate cost energy is coming 
off the drawing board and into 
opeittion. It's a nuclear reactor 
which actually produces more 
atomic fuel than it consumes, 
The great potential of the so- 
called "breeder" reactor is that 
it will provide the power in- 
dustry a guaranteed supply of 
fuel and will stem the rising 


trend of fuel costs which utilities 
pass on to their customers. 


Ntrt year, the U.S. will get its 


first prototype breeder reactor, 
courtesy of Adm. Hyman G. 
Kickover. One utility president 
says the success of the admiral's 
new reactor could be as impor- 
tant as the development of the 
first commercial atomic power 
plant. 


One unusual technical feature 


of the Rickover reactor is that it 
uses water as a coolant rather 
than some exotic liquid which 
was first thought necessary. 


The development of the 


Rickover breeder comes as a 
surprise because the crusty, con- 
troversial 70-year-old admiral 


has kept the project under wraps 
since its inception eight yean 
ago. He did so to avoid personali- 
ty wrangles and to make it easier 
for Congress to appropriate 
funds. 


Rickover who holds positions 


in both the Navy and the Atomic 
Energy Commission is also the' 
father of the nuclear navy and 
the developer of the atomic 
power plant — a non-breeder 
type — used by utilities today. 


The admiral's new reactor 


comes at an opportune time. .The 
AEC administered his project, 
but it 'had pinned its hopes on a 
different type of breeder which 
uses a coolant of liquid sodium. 
The AEC breeder now is running 


into serious problems. 


The Rickover breeder not only 


uses ordinary water as coolant — 
hence its name, the Light Water 
Breeder Reactor (LWBR) - but 
it produces only traces of 
Plutonium. Moreover, its total 
development cost is com- 
paratively small — J200-million. 
. To be sure, there are disputes 
over whether the LWBR will 
prove practical and economic. 
But the admiral and his staff 
believe that the demonstration 
project — to be completed in 
1979 — will prove ihe breeder's 
worthiness. 


It will not produce as much 


new fuel as the liquid sodium 
breeder. Building a LWBR is 


easier than a liquid sodium 
breeder. In fact, existing water- 
cooled ractors can be remade 
into breeders by replacing their 
core components, a task that 
might cost as little as $25- 
million. 


Rickover plans to do just that 


in his demonstration plant. He 
will replace the core of a reactor 
at Shippingport, Pa., the 
nation's first commercial atomic 
power plant, with a breeder core 
of uranium surrounded by 
throium. Thorium is so plentiful, 
says one of Rickover's aides, 
that it will last for hundreds of 
years.

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Congress Told Drought Causing Major Crop Damage 
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WASHINGTON (AP) - Severe drought in the 


Midwest has caused major and permanent damage 
to this year's corn crop, a condition that may lead 
to higher food prices, Congress was told Tuesday. 


What Ortpnt 


Gary Seever, a member of the Council of 


Economic Advisors and an agricultural economist, 
said serious crop damage has been done even if 
rainfall should not resume normal seasonal 
patterns. 


In testimony before the Joint Economic Com- 


mittee, Seever said the outlook for food prices is 
not as promising hi the summer of 1974 as it was 
three months ago. 


However, he said the seriousness of the situtation 


is reduced somewhat by the fact that other world 
crop-producing areas are doing relatively well. 


A similar note of warning was sounded by the 


Agriculture Department which has reduced 1974 
grain harvest predictions sharply since last spring 
when it seemed production records wdould be set 
for wheat and corn. 


Wheat Output 


Wheat output currently is forecast as slightly 


more than 1.9 billion bushels, compared with near- 
ly 2.2 billion predicted last may.- 


The corn harvest next fall now is expected to 


range from a low of 5.95 billion bushels to a high of 
6.22 billion bushels, compared with prospects last 
spring of nearly 6.7 billion. 


In its weekly review of crop and weather con- 


ditions published Tuesday, the department said hot 
weather and dry soil continue to reduce harvest 
prospects. 


"Corn in Western Iowa as well as dryland un- 


irrigated corn in Nebraska and Kansas has been 
hurt considerably by the prolonged dry spell in 
those --ureas," the report said. 


But the report also said hot weather moderated 


somewhat in parts of the Midwest last week and 
that showers helped improve corn in portions of 
Illinois, Iowa, Michigan, Minnesota and Wisconsin. 


More Rain Needed 


"However, more rain is needed to bring soil 


moisture supplies back to normal and to assure 


good development of corn," the report said. 


"Top-soil moisture supplies are now rated mostly 


short from Nebraska to .Ohio." 


Officials said livestock pasture conditions are 


declining rapidly in large areas of the Midwest and 
Great Plains except in parts of Illinois, North 
Dakota and Wisconsin. 


"Cows are being culled and sold in some areas of 


Kansas where pastures and ranges have 
deteriorated," the report said. 


"Ranges are poor to fair in New Mexico and 


Arizona, depending on where rain was received." 


More Heat 


In another government report, the National 


Weather Service said its 30-day outlook for August 
showed temperatures will average above normal in 


the Central Rockies, the Central and Southern 
Great Plains and in the Middle Mississippi Valley. 


But below normal temperatures are expected 


next month in some others parts of the country, in- 
cluding the Northwest, the California Valley, the. 
Southern Plateau and the Northeast. 


Other areas are expected to have near-normal 


readings the service said. 


The 30-day outlook indicated rainfall will be 


above median amounts from the Northern Great 
Plains east through the Greak Lakes region and 
Northern New England. 


Other regions, including the Central and 


Southern Plains where the dry weather has been 
most severe, should receive less than median 
amounts of rainfall. 


Sen. Epke To Be 
Lawsuit Plaintiff 


... Against 2 Chain Stores

Sen. Walter Epke of York has 


decirf"d to become a plaintiff in 
a $1.5 billion lawsuit charging 
two of the nation's largest chain 
store operations with meat price 
conspiracy, it was learned 
Tuesday. 


Epke, Mowing a meeting 


with representatives from the 
Iowa attorney general's office, 
told United Press International 
he originally considered joining 
the suit when it was filed in 
federal court in June. 


But Epke, a member of the 


Legislature's Agriculture Com- 
mittee, said he decided against it 
at that time because he didn't 
want it to look as if he and others 
were using their positions as 
senators unfairly. 


Class Action Suit 


The suit, a class action against 


Safeway and A & P Stores, was 
filed with Sen. Loran Schmit of 
Bellwood, chairman of the 
Agriculture Committee, as the 
only named plaintiff. Sen. John 
DeCamp of Neligh, a special 
Agriculture 
Committee 


member, was one of the filing at- 
torneys. 


The representatives of the 


Iowa attorney general's office 
met with all three senators to 
discuss the suit with an eye 
towards some kind of action in 
Iowa. 


Schmit, in agreeing with and 


supporting Epke's thinking as to 
why he didn't join the suit right 


away, said "we didn't want this 
to appear as a committee ac- 
tion." 


"We didn't want to be accused 


of using the committee' for 
something an individual 
wouldn't do," he said, adding 
"this way no one can say a cou- 
ple of senators are trying to use 
their positions.'1 


As to what Epke. operator of a 


livestock auction company and a 
cattle feeder, hopes to gain, the 
senator said he hopes the suit 
will bring about fair prices for 
the producer and consumer. 


'Consumer Will Benefit' 


"Out of this suit I feel the con- 


sumer will benefit greatly," he 
said, "while the producer will 
receive his fair share." 


The suit contends the chain 


stores were intentionally paying 
too little to producers while 
charging consumers too much. 
In California, a judgment was 
granted against A & P stores in a 
suit originally filed in 1968. 


"Referring to the California 


court decision, Schmit said "a 
lot of people laughed when I 
filed this suit, but they're not 
laughing anymore." 


Epke's name became the first 


to appear behind Schmit's name 
as a specific plaintiff. But 
Schmit said 10 others have 
requested they be listed by name 
while "many others" have in- 
dicated an interest in being 
named. 


Meeting About Suit 
Called 'Informative' 
, By United Press International 


An Iowa assistant attorney 


general said Tuesday afternoon a 
meeting with three Nebraskans 
involved in a $1.5 billion chain 
store meat price conspiracy suit 
was "quite informative." 


"We have a better understan- 


ding of the livestock market 
situation for one thing," said 
Gary H. Swanson, following a 
meeting with Nebraska State 
Sens. Loran Schmit of Bellwood, 
John De Camp of Neligh and 
Walter Epke of York. 


Swanson said the Iowa at- 


torney general has received a 
number of complaints of meat 
price conspiracy in that state. As 
a result, he said it was decided 
he and an investigator, David 
Wilson, should travel to 
Nebraska. 


Conspiracy Charged 


In Nebraska, with Schmit and 


Epke as plaintiffs and De Camp 
as an attorney, a suit was filed in 
federal court charging Safeway 
Stores and A & P Stores with 
meat price conspiracy. 


Swanson said discussed during 


the meeting, held in private, was 
some of the evidence gathered in 
connection with the suit Sled as 


a class action in Nebraska. 


Prior to the meeting, De 


Camp pledged cooperation 
saying "this isn't just a Nebraska 
problem." 


However, Swanson said a lot 


of work remains before a deci- 
sion is made on whether to 
launch a full investigation into 
meat pricing in Iowa and 
whether that state should fie an 
antitrust suit. 


'Just Talking' 


"We're just talking to people 


right now," the attorney said. 


Besides additional in- 


vestigative work in Iowa, Swan- 
son said it would have to be 
determined whether the state of 
Iowa could bring suit. 


Also, he said it would have to 


be determined whether Iowa as 
one state would be a proper par- 
ly. 


"This thing might be too large 


for one state to handle," Swan- 
son said. 


In the Nebraska suit, the plain- 


tiffs contend the two chain store 
operations have been paying ar- 
tificially low prices to producers 
while charging consumers ar- 
tificially high prices.

His assignments included the 


Mideast war, 
President Nixon's latest trip to 
Moscow and !he 1972-73 Paris 
Peace Talks which ended 
American involvement in Viet- 
nam. 


Milldyke said Kissinger's 


success is based on his ability to 


enter negotiations without a pre- 
plan. 


U.S. representatives used to go 


in with "the U.S. solution," he 
said. It put the county on one 
side of a conflict and ended 
talks. 


Role Limited 


Because Kissinger is willing to 


limit his role to mediator, 
foreigners see the United States 
as'a cooperator rather than dic- 
tator, he said. 


"Kissinger is foreign policy" 


to foreigners, Milldyke said. 


That is why impeachment 


procedings against President 
Nixon are not important abroad. 


Besides, he said, foreigners' 


don't understand the concept 
Most countries have a 
parliamentary government in 
which elections may be called at 
any time to test an administra- 
tion. 


'Vote The Guy Out' 


"They figure if citizens don't 


hke Nixon, they should just vote 
the guy out." he said. 


Kissinger's diplomacy in-

"1 think there's a good 
chance at resolution there, both 
sides want that" 


The 1973 Mideast War offered 


TV its first chance at day-to-day 
war coverage. That meant more 
involvement by Americans in the 
war, he said, and more 
donations to Israel from 
American Jews.

The supervisors previously 


stated the rent increase was 
justified since Hall County pays 
most of the mental health center 
costs. The center serves 11 other 
counties as well and will be part 
of an even larger region in the 
coming months.

County District Court where a 
judge has ordered the comity to 
sbow cause why it shouldn't pay 
a $1,400 bill incurred by a 
woman welfare recipent for 
treatment at the mental health 
center.

Nebraska's five railroads

uphold any PSC decision. 


The five railroads operating in 


Nebraska are: Union Pacific, 
Missouri Pacific, Chicago, Rock 
Island and Pacific, Chicago and 
North Western and Burlington 
Northern. 


Farmers Can Get 
Income Payments 


Drought-stricken farmers may 


be eligible for income payments 
under the Agriculture and Con- 
sumer Protection Act of 1973, 
said Dr. Everett E. Peterson, 
Extension ag economist at the 
University of Nebraska-Lincoln. 


Peterson said the act has a 


provision thii a producer may 
qualify for income payments 
when crop production is reduced 
by natural disaster. He said this 
provision applies to wheat and 
feed grain programs. 


The economist said this dis- 


aster program can be used when 
a producer is prevented by 
natural disaster from planting 
any portion of wheat or feed 
grain allotment to these or other 
nonconserving crops, or if total 
actual production is less than 
two-thirds of normal production 
on allotment acres. 


Peterson said the program is 


administered through county 
ASCS offices where the farmer 
must sign up to receive aid and 
get additional details. 


He emphasized that no corn, 


milo or soybeans should be 
harvested or destroyed without 
first notifying the county ASCS 


- office for an appraisal of 
damage. If the crop must be 
harvested immediately in order 
to salvage some feed, Peterson 
said the producer should obtain 
approval from the ASCS office to 
leave a strip for appraisal pur- 
poses. 


Peterson said that for short- 


run situations (one or two dry 
years, or crop failure due to 
excessive rains), financial needs 
are usually met through regular 
credit sources and disaster or 
emergency programs of the U.S. 
Department of Agriculture. He 
said if conditions like the "Dirty 
Thirties" should return, new 
programs of massive federal 
assistance would be needed. 


Peterson said that 'If and 


when all or portions of Nebraska 
are designated as a disaster area, 


special emergency loans will 
become available through coun- 
ty offices of Farmers Home Ad- 
ministration." 


In general, he said, these loans 


are limited to the amount of loss 
less any compensation from crop 
insurance of the ASCS disaster 
payment program. The interest 
rate is 5% on a five-year term 
and financial loss must be at 
least 10% of normal income, ac- 
cording to Peterson. He said 
loans will be made on a "case- 
by-case basis" and collateral 
would be required. He said there 
is no cancellation provision and 
added, "These are loans, not 
grants." 


Peterson said established 


farmers with good credit stan- 
dings and adequate collateral 
will be able to obtain short-term 
loans from commercial banks, 
Production Credit Associations 
and Farmers Home Administra- 
tion. 


He said owner-operators with 


sufficient equity in farm real es- 
tate may want to consider in- 
creasing their mortgage in- 
debtedness to hold down prin- 
cipal and interest payments. 
Peterson said usual sources for 
such credit are Federal Land 
Bank Associations, Farmers 
Home Administration and in- 
surance companies.

The Omaha Congressman

A representative of the 


Humane Society of the United 
States says, "They think of the 
money involved, and holler, 'We 
need another retake: knock him 
out for 20 minutes.' By the time 
that final retake is over, the 
horse has been sedated to 
death." 


The increasod, overt cruelty to 


animals in movies is described 
by HSUS Executive Vice Presi- 
dent for the West Coast, Mel L. 
Morse, in San Mateo, Calif. 
"Watch how a horse falls in a 
picture. If it falls on its shoulder, 
it is probably a trained stunt 
horse. But if it falls head over 
heels, in a somersault, it has 
been tripped." 


He explains, "Those stunt 


horses are expensive. So they use 
what's called a 'running W. That 
means hobbles on a horse's front 
legs, and a cable stuck into the 
ground. When the horse runs the 
length of the cable, he's 
tripped." 


Morse says it didn't used to be 


this way. "we used to review 
movies and give them a seal 
saying no animals had been hurt 
in the filming. But since the old 
motion picture production code 
was dropped in the mid-sixties, 
the movie industry has just 
walked away from any 
humanitarian responsibilities. 


The code today b so permissive 
that if an animal is actually 
kiQed making a movie, the seen j 
stays right in the film. 


"That's the whole point, yon 


see. They want to use that scene 
of the animal going off a cliff. 
Well, he's been forced off. In the 
old days, we could demand the 
scene be dropped. Today all we 
can do is try to get the film a 
more restrictive rating but that 
hardly ever happens." 


He also points out that the old 


code covered all activities during 
filming; the present one applies 
only to what makes it to the 
screen. 


With scorn Morse says that 


these days produce's claim the 
animal was killed in an accident. 
He responds, "Let me tell you, 
real accidents are hardly ever 
filmed. An 'accident' doesn't 
just happen to take place when 
the lights are on, and the 
cameras are rolling." 


He has special words for 


movies showing extended 
bullfight or rodeo sequences. 
"They need all those close-up, 
tricky shots, and lots of con- 
tinuous action, for a rodeo, say. 
They end up shoving salve up the 
rectums of animals to keep ac- 
tion going." 


Sock-it-to-'em Morse has a big 


gripe against a sister — and 
older — welfare organization, 
the American Humane Assn. 
When the old code was adopted 
in 1940 the AHA was given per- 
mission to have an observer pre- 


sent during filming, whenever 
animals were involved. The 
newer code doesn't force direc- 
tors to admit the AHA. But 
sometimes they are "invited." 


Says Morse, "The AHA isn't a 


noisemaking organization. They 
don't want to rock the boat, cost 
the film industry money. Maybe 
they do get an observer on the 
set, and maybe he's not around 
when things might get rough. He 
takes his bat and ball and goes 
home." 


Morse should know. At one 


time he was the AHA's 
Hollywood representative. The 
AHA does still maintain a 
Hollywood office and publishes 
lists of films treating animals 
well or badly. 


Leading the fight against un- 


scrupulous producers and direc- 
tors is HSUS. It instigated a re- 
cent meeting with Jack Valenti, 
President of the Motion Picture 
Association of America. Accor- 
ding to HSUS, Valenti made it 
clear it was up to the 50 states to 
enforce their own anti-cruelty 
laws when films are made. 


In reality, that's like trying to 


swim uphill in a stream of 
marshmallow goo. For example, 
says Morse, "We left that 
meeting agreeing that we should 
prosecute producers who are 
deliberately cruel. That sounds 
great. But we haven't 
prosecuted anybody yet." 


He goes on to explain some of 


the problems. "You get 
somebody on set, a technician 


Cook Steals Recipes From Labels 


Miami, Ra. (AP) - When 


Bade County Judge Dominic 
Koo was a boy in Shanghai, his 
mother wouldn't let him "in the 
kitchen because that wasn't a 
man's place. 


When he moved to this coun- 


try, so many people asked him to 
make Oriental dishes that he 
became a skilled Chinese cook 
by reading the labels on cans of 
Chinese food. 


Koo, 46, started cooking in the 


1950s while a student at the 
University of Miami Law School. 


His food has become so pop- 


ular that he often is asked to 
prepare dinners for friends. 
Koo's proudest moment came 
when he earned $250 for a public 
television channel which auc- 
tioned him off as a cook-for- 
a-night during a fund-raising 
telethon. 


Koo came to America in 1950 


after two years at Peking 


University. He graduated from 
St. John's University in 
Collegeville, Minn., and traveled 
around the country for a couple 
of years before settling in 
Miami. - 


He first came before the 


public eye in 1970, when he ran 
for the state Public Service Com- 
mission with the slogan, "Give a 
Chinaman a Chance." He lost 
miserably but two years later 
won a landslide victory as 
Florida's first Chinese judge un- 
der the banner of "Koo in 72." 


"For me, there is really a joy 


in cooking," he says. "I really 
believe that we don't eat just to 
subsist. We should enjoy food, 
and that only happens when it is 


well prepared." 


His wife, Jackie, says of his 


cooking, "He's pretty good at it, 
too. And not just Chinese food, 
either." 


Koo says he owes a debt to the 


Food and Drug Act for requiring 
manufacturers to list on labels 
•the ingredients found in the 
cans. 


"I read the list, bought the in- 


gredients separately and started 
experimenting," he said. "You 
see, what I do is improvise if I 
can't get what I want at the 
store. That's one thing about my 
Chinese iood — everything is 
like interchangable parts. If I 
don't have it, I don't need it."

ugly. You try to get him to sign a 
complaint. Now just where is he 
going to get his next job?" 


And he adds that there are 


only a handful of trained 
humane officials around the 
country to handle the problem, 
although local law enforcement 
officers also can enforce anti- 
cruelty laws. 


He continues, "Most of the 


animal welfare offices are one- 
man operations, not equipped to 
handle this thing. And they're 
not good at it. A horse looks in- 
jured, but the director says. 
'Heck, he's just bruised. Look, 
he can still walk." Three days 
later the horse dies." 


Quickly HSUS spokesmen 


point out that many seemingly 
cruel animal scenes are the 
result of trick photography, or 
done with animals trained, like 
stuntmen, to take some lumps. 
"What we mean," says Morse, 
"is obvious cruelty. Like trip- 
ping a horse . . . When 1,200 
pounds of horseflesh go 
smashing to the ground, 
something has to give, and it's 
seldom the ground. The least the 
horse can suffer is shock, 
bruises, and extreme fright. 
Broken bones and a bullet are 
likelier." 


He cites another abuse. "The 


only way you'll get most animals 
into water is to run them do'wn a 
chute. Maybe they come out 
okay, and maybe they don't."

Why Are The Prices Going Up?

In an effort to promote more 


communication and greater un- 
derstanding between consumers 
and farmers, a "Consumer 
Relations" panel was held 
Tuesday afternoon in conjunc- 
tion with the Nebraska 
Agricultural Youth Institute for 
1974. 


However, judging from defen- 


sive exchanges between panel 
members and youth involved in 
farming, communication has a 


• long way to go before there will 


be a mutual understanding 
between the two. 


The panel was moderated by 


WGN Radio broadcaster and 
Television Farm Service Direc- 
tor, Onon Samuelson of Chicago, 
who advised his young audience 
to "learn to listen to the con- 
sumer . . . and be involved. 


"You have to be involved in 


your commodity when it leaves 
the farm and be willing to put 
time, energy and money in 
selling that commodity.'' 


"I would like as a farmer and 


cattle feeder to see us get off the 
defensive,'' said panel-member 
Mrs. John Klosterman of David 
City. "Farming is a good, sound 
industry. 


"No one has convinced me 


there is a better way than 
agriculture to live in spite of the 
gambles we take. 


"We are put in the position of 


defending our right to make a 
profit." continued Mrs. Kloster- 
man, the wife of a farmer and 
mother of three children. "But 
we should be walking tall. We 
are 4% of the population and 
we're feeding the whole coun- 
try." 


Acknowledging that the 


farmer is in a bind with low 
selling prices for their products 
and high growing and feeding 
costs, the consumers in the panel 
demanded to know if the high 
retail prices and complaints 
from farmers were legitimate 
and. if the farmer isn't, who is 
making the profit. 


"I have no specific area of 


complaint." noted Mrs. Julie 


• Loreim. a "professional 
homemaker" from Kearney. "I 
just want you (farmers) to be 
honest with me — and I mean 
honest — and I'll give you a fair

"Tell me what is your cost and 


concerns and what I am paying 
for .. give me the choice and 
well get along just fine," she 
said, adding that her demand 
applies to all industries. 


''And if you have a problem or 


cost rise, I'll be more than 
willing to listen to you and pay 
more if necessary," Mrs. 
Lorentz related. 


After a rebuttal from a 


member of the audience who in- 
dicated that if the farmer wasn't 
trusted, perhaps he should "just 
shut off'' the food supply to con- 
sumer and see how he liked that, 
it was suggested that "at some 
point, the consumer has to 
decide how much meat that they 
want their families to eat 


''It is a well-known fact that 


people in this country eat more 
meat than is nutritionally 
necessary." 


' 1'n not suggesting that the 


farmer is over-making in 
money/' Mrs. Lorentz 
explained. 


''The University of Nebraska 


has put out excellent informa- 
tion on protein contents of 


meat," Mrs. Klosterman 
suggested for aid to the con- 
sumer. "I agree, there is a cer- 
tain point where me consumer 
must protect himself." 


She also pointed out that the 


consumer's request for better 
packaging and listing of contents 
and nutrition factors contribute 
to higher retail prices. 


"It is us (the farmers) who are 


vulnerable," Mrs. Klosterman 
continued. "We are not in a posi- 
tion to demand a price. We 
usually take what we can get. 


"We've heard a lot in the com- 


munication media that the 
farmer can hold his cattle for a 
higher price. But, we know a 
farmer loses money every day 
that he holds his beef for higher 
prices. 


"But we need better com- 


munication." she emphasized. 
"We have to sell our product. 


"A long time before we 


assessed ourselves, the grocery 
markets were doing a whale of a 
job in advertising our products 
with no cost to us." 


After listing itemized in- 


creased production prices for 
farmers, one young participant 


responded to Mrs. Lorentz' 
request for legitimate reasons 
for higher prices by saying, Tm 
just trying to make a,living for 
my family and increase land 
production " 


"I'm not sitting here trying to 


slap your hands," Mrs Lorentz 
re-emphasized. "I'm just trying 
to tell you what you should tell 
the consumer " 


When asked if she was im- 


pressed by high costs of cattle 
production, Mrs. Harvey Stoltz- 
man responded with a resoun- 
ding "no." 
I just want to know why it 


costs me so much when I go to 
the grocery store, she said, using 
as an example a 10 pound bag of 
sugar which cost S2.19 last 
December and now is selling for 
$3.39. 


"I just can't understand what' 


has made sugar go up that high 
in that much time,'' she said 
with frustration 


Mrs. Lee Swetland, a local 


consumer, noted that most con- 
sumers are frustrated because 
they are not accustomed to hikes 
in price rates, such as those 
experienced over the last year. 


"Two or three years ago, at a 


certain time of the year, certain 
products were at a low, because 
they^ were out of season," she 
said "But m the summer you 
could expect to see fresh 
vegetables in the store and they 
were cheaper because they had 
to be shipped only a short dis- 
tance 


"We're not used to seeing 


prices raised before our eyes. 
"Tell us," she asked of the 
young audience. "We (con- 
sumers)just have a vague idea of 
what goes into getting cattle to 
the market. 


"We're stupid about this and 


most of us will admit it." 


But also understand the con- 


sumers' problems, she added,- 
"the raises (in salary) are not 
coming, but we still have to pay 
for the food we eat'' 


"I think it is too bad I can't un- 


derstand you and you can't un- 
derstand me," said one young 
farmer as he addressed the pan- 
el. "We've aE got a problem. 
We're all being squeezed.

000 member National Federation 
of ."Business and Professional 
Women's Clubs, meeting here 
this past week, believes that 
"Now there is a real need for 
logic and reason. In our culture, 
females have had to develop the 
ability to watch and read people 
to a higher degree than men. So- 
called women's intuition is 
learned and learned very early. 


•"Society has taught girls that 


they are never able to go at 
things directly. 
That's being 


aggressive and unfeminine. So 
they develop an awareness of 
people. There are very few peo- 
ple who work by themselves 
today. The reason many don't 
get ahead is usually because they 
can't get along with the people 
they work with." 


Miss McCarrey ("I'm one of 


God's unclaimed treasures") 
pauses for a go at lunch — a 
quick bowl of canned tomato 
soup with cheese and crackers 
fixed in the kitchen of the 
Imperial suite of the Conrad 
Hilton. The luxurious surroun- 
ding and meals on the run go 
wi.th the package when you're 
president of an organization that 
includes, among other things, a 
foundation with a ?1 million an- 
nual budget. 


.'Then there's the old objec- 


tion that women are too 
emotional," she continues. 
"When I get very frustrated or 
angry, I am apt to cry.

Assume you're in three 


notrump and West leads a 
heart. When you play low from 
dummy, East produces .the 
jack, and now, to make the- 
contract, you must let the jack 
win the trick! 


This is not a terribly difficult 


play, considering the bidding, 
since you can make two heart 
tricks whether or not you win. 
the opening lead. 


If you take the jack with the 


ace, cross to dummy with a 


diamond, and finesse the jack of 
clubs, West wins with the queen, 
plays a heart to the king, and 
East's heart continuation puts 
you out of commission. This 
unhappy outcome is avoided if 
you; duck the jack of hearts. 


Now let's change seats and 


imagine you're East defending 
against three notrump. When 
partner leads the seven of 
hearts and dummy follows low, 
your proper play is the eight, 
not the jacK! 


If you play the eight, South 


must go down whatever he does 
next. He presumably enters 
dummy with a diamond and 
tries a club finesse, but West 
takes the queen and returns a 


heart to force out declarer's 
ace. The ace of clubs eventually 
provides the entry card you 
need to cash the hearts. 


By allowing South to win the 


heart lead with the nine, you 
maintain a vital link with West, 
since he still has a heart to 
return whenever he enters the 
fray with a club. The duck is 
crucial and eventually pays off. 


Note that declarer fails even 


if he plays the queen of hearts at 
trick one. In that case all you 
have to do is resist the impulse 
to cover with the king, which 
would allow declarer to duck. 
Instead you play the eight on the 
queen and South later runs into 
the same dead end.

Cook Pork Well for Safe Eating 


Trichinosis, a serious illness 


contracted from infected pork, 
has declined dramatically in the 
past 25 years, but it hasn't dis- 
appeared, and the Journal of 
the American Medical Associa- 
tion advises to cook pork 
throughly before eating it. 


Two outbreaks in 1971 and 


1973 affected 23 persons, all Thai 
immigrants in New York City 
who ate raw pork prepared in 
foods popular in their native 
country. Swine in Thailand are 
free of the infection and the 
Thais were not aware of the 
danger. 


Doctors report that public 


awareness of the importance of 
thorough cooking of pork, plus 
widespread use of deep-freezing 
for meats, has helped reduce the 
disease. So has the switch in 
feeding of swine from garbage to 
grains. 


Despite precautions, an es- 


timated 111,000 infected hogs 
are consumed by Americans 
each year and sporadic cases of 
trichinosis occur.v

Lori Smith calls herself "an avid 


sportswoman." 


And that may be something of an un- 


derstatement. 


Although a bout with meningitis, 


during infancy left Ms. Smith without the 
use of her right hand, she has participated 
in a wide variety of sports — basketball, 
golf, swimming, bowling. 


But tennis is her undisuputed favorite. 
"I began competing (in tennis) when I 


was about 16," the 20-year-old Hastings 
native said. 


Her most recent competition was in the 


Lincoln City Open Tournament last 
weekend; and, earlier this summer, she 
won the women's singles title at the 
Kearney Adult Open. 


Of her disability, the congenial Ms. 


Smith said, "I just grew up with it." And- 
"it hasn't bothered me that much." 


"Everything I've learned to do, I've 


learned to do one-handed." 


Her primary problem, she noted, is her 


ankles which, because they are weak, are 
easily sprained. 


."But I just bandage them up when I 


play," she continued. 


Ms. Smith and Joyce McVicker, 


another Hastings native and Nebraska 
tennis competitor, began playing tennis 
"when we were about nine or ten," Ms. 
Smith observed. 


"We lived near the courts and we used 


to go down and just hit balls around." 


"We also used to read a lot of (tennis) 


books," she continued, explaining that 
she has never had formal tennis lessons. 


"When I was growing up, there was no 


one in Hastings good enough to teach ten- 
nis." 


Although she began her competitive 


career as a doubles player, she has now 
switched-over to singles competition. 


A senior at Nebraska Wesleyan Univer- 


sity, she also has played for the Wesleyan 
men's tennis team "a couple of times 
when one of their guys couldn't play." 
And she is looking forward to the possible 
formation of a women's tennis team at 
Wesleyan. 


Ms. Smith comes from a family of 


sports-minded people, she said. Her 
parents, Mr. and Mrs. Hal C. Smith of 
Hastings, are both avid golfers; and her 
mother was Hastings women's golf cham- 
pion for five years in a row.

The chapter on breakfast also gets off 


with a ho4o4io, ha-ha-la start Readers 


are asked: "How can you have breakfast 
in bed without getting up?" 


The answer is: "Just take a couple of 


rolls in bed." 


Between yuks, and discovering how to 


scramble eggs, bake bacon, fix breakfast 
pie, and turning out perfect French toast, 
children can learn such rhymes as : 
"Help! Murder! Police! The dolly fell in 
the grease. She laughed so hard she fell in 
the lard. Help! Murder! Police! 


The recipes are meant for children 5 to 


8 or 9. That is, until you get to the page 
that tells how to whip up peanut butter. 
Peanut butter belongs to Everyman, no 
matter what age. Happily, homemade 
peanut butter is not only good but also 
easy to make. You only need one cup of 
peanuts, three tablespoons of vegetable 
oil and one-half teaspoon of salt You 
shell the peanuts, then put them with the 
oil and salt in the container of the electric 
blender for about one minute. 


Homemade peanut butter, remind the 


authors, will not last as long as the kind 
you buy in a store, but this probably is not 
a realistic worry.

Legal Staff Ties 
Could Be Closer

City lawmakers 
decided 


Tuesday night to meet with the 
Lincoln Electric System (LES) 
and Uootln General Hospital 
adminiitrative boards in an 
attempt to more closely link the 
legal staffs of those boards with 
the city attorney. 
.Bolt boards nave retained a 
private attorney to represent 
them, a situation which has been 
questioned by several council 
members. 


During a review of the law 


department's budget, City Atty. 
Dick Wood said he could beef up 
his staff to handle the hospital 
workload, but that his staff did 
not have the expertise in the 
public power field. 


Instead, Wood recommended 


that the council could achieve its 
desired closer link with the 
boards by having the boards 
recommend an attorney, with 
approval given by the city at- 
torney. 


As a practical matter, Wood 


said "I would appoint who they 
want," noting he would recom- 
mend that the present attorney 
representing both LES and Lin- 
coln General be retained. 
Former City Atty. Norm 
Krivosha has been retained by 
both boards. 


Although the council could 


change the 
ordinances 


delegating responsibility to 
both boards, Wood suggested 
that the panels may be willing to 
voluntarily comply to his solu- 
tion. 


But, Councilman Dick Baker 


interjected, "Let's be realistic. I 
don't think either of them want, 
to do thii." 
I 


And if any changes in policy 


are made, Baker suggested that 
the new system not go into effect 
next year. 


Otherwise, he asserted, the 


council would be "rushing into < 
things." 


Councilwoman Helen Boosalis 


disagreed, pointing out that the 
situation has been discussed for 
several years. 


She also asked, "How can we 


talk about consolidating city and 
county government when we're 
fragmenting our own city 
departments?" 


Councilwoman Sue Bailey 


maintained -"the time to do 
something is when there isn't 
trouble, not wait until we have a 
crisis on our hands." 
'Councilman Max Denney, who 


originally introduced the 
question, said it was his in- 
tent to obtain tighter ad- 
ministrative controls. 


Mayor Sam Schwartzkopf 


urged the lawmakers to inform 
the boards of the council's wish 
to discuss the issue, since, he 
said, "There's nothing more 
irritating than to read about 
something in the newspapers 
first." 


The council also budgeted an 


extra $15,000 in the budget to 
hire a new attorney. Wood said 
additional help is needed to han- 
dle increased workloads in both 
the prosecution and civil 
divisions. 


Plan For Clean Up 
Of Clinton Hits Snag 


The Community Development 


Department's plan to spiff up 
the Clinton neighborhood ran 
into a snag in the form of several 
City Council members Tuesday 
night. 


Director Leo Scherer is 


prosposing that $122,925 be 
budgeted for Phase I of the 
redevelopment program, aimed 
at paving streets, stepping up 
code enforcement and adding 
more city services. 


Scherer also is recommending 


that $13,000 be budgeted to hire 
a neighborhood development 
coordinator to oversee such 
programs around the city. 


But Councilman Steve Cook 


indicated he thought the plan 
was inadequate. 


"I've been frustrated with this 


whole affair for the past nine 
months," Cook said, adding, "I 
don't think the answer is by 
paving a bunch of streets out 
there." 


Scherer noted that members 


of the Clinton Neighborhood 
Organization participated in the 
development of the plan.

Scherer had recommended 


that no additional monies be 
allocated, although the LASAP 
Commission recommended the 
•inclusion of $39,000 for outside 
evaluation. 


Bailey's proposed compromise 


motion to budget $15,000 for 
some type of separate evaluation 
lost on 4-3 vote. Boosalis and 
Robinson joined Bailey in that 
unsuccessful move.

New York - Two of the 11 


women who were ordained as 
Episcopal 
priests 
in 


Philadelphia Monday in defiance 
of church laws were suspended 
Tuesday by the bishops of the 
dioceses in which the women 
had been serving as deacons. 


The reaction of other bishops 


varied and reflected the tangled 
problem arising from the 
ceremony, which was performed 
by four bishops despite 
Episcopal church laws and tradi- 
tion that preclude women as 
priests. 


For example, a spokesman for 


the Rt. Rev. Robert B. Hall, 
bishop of Virginia, said he had 
told the Rev. Alison Cheek "not 
to minister as a priest in the 
diocese of Virginia until there 
has been a review of this ordina- 
tion by the house of bishops," 
which meets to October. 


It was not clear what would 


happen if she did, or, for that 
matter, if she acted as a priest 
outside her diocese.

The women who were 


suspended were the Rev. Merrill 
Bittner, 27, a deacon in Webster, 
N.Y., and the Rev. Betty Bone 
Schiess, 51, director of a senior 
citizens' center in Syracuse. 


In a letter to Clery in his 


diocese, the Rt. Rev. Ned Cole, 
bishop of central New York, 
called Monday's ceremony "a ( 
mutinous use of Episcopal 
power.

University's The Turk In Italy' 
Provides Pleasant Entertainment

"The 
public of today, 


who... goes to the opera as 
thought it were a museum, must 
abandon itself (when listening to 
Rossini) to the sheer joy of the 
rhythm, sound simple, un- 
complicated, funny situations. 
Then his music conquers us and 
brings us miraculously to that in- 
tangible, youthful something 
which we have all but lost." 


This .bit of sound advice to 


opera lovers comes from Alber- 
ta Masiello, associate conductor 
of the New York Metropolitan 
Opera. 


The University of Nebraska 


opera department's production 
of Rossini's "The Turk in Italy" 
is a pleasant entertainment for a 
summer evening. Even though 
the opera contains the old play- 
within-a-play device, it requires 
no mental strain to follow the 
plot. 


As to the music itself, I find it 


more accessible than the opera 
to which it is a sequel, "An 
Italian in Algiers." The 
ensembles, especially in the last 
scene, are stunning. 


Both vocally and dramatically 


John Brandstetter gives a superb 
performance as the poet, whose 
resemblances to Figaro in "The 
Barber of Seville" are more than 
casual. 


Sara Ganz is properly 


capricious as the young wife 
Fiorilla and sings the difficult 
music with virtuoso ease. 


Vaughn Fritts shows im- 


pressive heft of voice and good 
stage presence as the abused 
husband, Geronio. 


Gary Lamb is, as always, 


thoroughly at home in bel canto, 
projecting the text while 
retaining flexibility. As the 
frustrated Narciso, he makes a 
difficult character believable. 


As Zaida, the gypsy girl, 


Denice Weekes sings well and 
displays the fiery temperament 
one expects of the character. 


As Selim, the Turk, Bill 


Fankhauser could be a trifle 
more impetuous, but he displays 
admirable technique in the dif- 
ficult (for a bass) coloratura 
demanded by the role. 


Dr. Richard Grace's orchestra 


— the best he has had — plays in 


a way which belies the limited 
amount of rehearsal time. 


The only musical criticism 


falls to the chorus. One rarely 
hears operatic ensembles where 
soloists nearly overpower the 
chorus. Surely more tenors and 
basses could have been found. 


The blocking is fresh and in- 


ventive. The sets are serviceable, 
but hardly distracting. The only 
technical difficulty was with cur- 
tains.

Friday and Saturday at 8 p.m. 
and Sunday at 3 p.m.

The Rt. Rev. Arthur Vogel 


bishop of West Missouri, said 
the ritual thus violated 
"collegiality, which to me is the 
essence of the church." 


Need Formal Charges 


Bishop Vogel said he would 


suspend the Rev. Katrina Swan- 
son only if formal charges were 
made by at least seven people in 
the diocese — but that he was 
sure these charges would be 
filed. Mrs. Swansea's father, the 
Rt. Rev. Eward R. Welles n, 
was one of the bishops who or- 
dained the women Monday. 


The presiding bishop of the 


3.1-million member church, the 
Rt. Rev. John M. Allin, said 
Tuesday that the Philadelphia 
ceremony "was contrary to the 
constitution and canons of the 
ipiscopal church" and that the 
participating bishops "exceeded 
their authority and have not 
acted for the whole church as is. 
the norm in ordinations. 


"Accordingly," he continued, 


"the ordinations are irregular 
and may be found invalid. Under 
the cannons, diocesan bishops 
are bound to restrict any 
deacons receiving such ordina- 
tion from exercising priestly 
functions."

T h e N a t i o n a 1 Football League, hoping to

Twenty-four of the league's 26 teams will be in 


action, and the effects of the strike are likely to be 
severely felt in at least four games. 


The Rams play the Cleveland Browns Friday 


night at the Los Angeles Coliseum, and ticket 
sales for the annual Los Angeles Times charity 
game are dragging badly. Officials say that last 
year at this tune 40,000 tickets to the game had 
been sold. This year only about 12,000 have been 
purchased. 


Further, there were 640 requests for refunds 


the first day refunds were offered. The game 
has earned about $100,000 a year for charity in the 
past, but that figure probably will be much less 
this time around. 


In Washington, where the Redskins normally 


would draw about 40,000 fans for their Friday 
night game with the New England Patriots, only 
21,000 tickets have been sold and the club handled 
850 refund requests the first day. 


"That's just the first day," said Washington 


defensive back Brig Owens, the team's player 
representative, "wait until the word gets 
around."-

Sandefur predicts as turnout of about 30,000, 9,-

St. Louis. About 26,500 tickets have been sold to 
date with about 150 refund requests. 


The New Orleans Saints declined to comment

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Progress Said 
Little In Strike 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Chief federal mediator W. J. Usery 


Jr. met for five hours Tuesday with the striking players and club 
owners of the National Football League, then recessed the 
negotiations until Wednesday, a day which he described as being 
"extremely important because substantive issues will be dis- 
cussed." 


Usery declined to give details on the meetings, some of which 


were held jointly and others separately, but he said, "We were 
being sure that both sides understand the outstanding issues. 
There was a lot of dialogue and discussion." 


He said he and his two assistants "explored all issues with 


both parties separately, but not all of the issues together." 


With an actuary for the NFL Players Association present 


during the joint sessions, it was believed that economic issues 
such as pension and minimum salaries were discussed. 


Usery said both sides had toyed with the idea of meeting into 


the night to attempt to end a 30-day strike by the NFLPA, but 
they decided it would be better to sleep on Tuesday's dis- 
cussions, then meet at 10 a.m., EOT, Wedesday. 


"If we are making progress, we will work into the night," . 


Usery said. 


The mediator described Tuesday's session as "typical of a first 


day of negotiations after a week's recess." 


Neither the representatives of the owners nor the players 


would comment on what transpired during the day, although a 
management spokesman said the players did not make a formal 
proposal. 


The NFL Management Council, bargaining agent for the 


owners, said when it broke off negotiations nine days ago, it 
would only resume negotiations if the players made a firm pro- 
posal. The players had indicated during the past week they had 
modified their demands but declined to make those 
modifications public. 


"It's too early to say how it will go," Usery said before the 


meeting began. "We're hopeful but there are a lot of issues to 
negotiate." 


John Thompson, executive director of the owners' bargaining 


agent, the NFL Management Council, added: "As far as we're 
concerned, we're still as far apart as we were March 16 (when 
negotiations began), so we'll wait and see what the players have 
to offer." 


A statement issued Monday by Bill Curry of the Houston 


Oilers, president of the Players Association, said: "We sincere- 
ly believe that, at this time, a s e t t l e m e n t c a n b e 
reached... We are looking forward to the meeting with the 
NFLMC and hope that once and for all we can solve our differ- 
ences."

At one point, his teams were ranked in the top five of the 


Nebraska rankings 12 of 14 years. He took Prep from a well- 
known Nebraska powerhouse into teams that were potentially 
as fine as any in the country. 


• 'Ton can't be in something for 20 years like I was and not 


miss it," Leahy said. "It wasn't that athletics were totally un- 
related at Ak-Sar-Ben with the youth skating and hockey.

Don Leahy handled his job with meticulous diligence at Ak- 


Sar-Ben. The lack of problems with the clubhouse during its 
first season of operation at this spring's race meet was 
testimonal to Leahy's business work.

But he will help 
with ISU athletics public rela- 
tions and fund raising. 


John missed most of the sea- 


son while undergoing treatment 
for inoperable cancer of the es- 
ophagus. 


"It is with deep regret that we 


accept Maury John's resig- 
nation as basketball coach at 
Iowa State," ISU Athletic Di- 
rector Lou McCoDoogh said, 
"Bet it is most important to 
Coach John to devote his fun 


time and energies in the area of 
medical rehabilitation.'" 


"My health has dictated my 


resignation," John said in his 
letter of resignation. "I nave 
always expected my players to 
give 100 per cent and have ex- 
pected the same for myself. My 
illness prevents that 100 per cent 
effort so I have decided to step 
aside." 


Earlier, he had said that, 


"Like so many of us, I took good 
health for granted. I think peo- 
ple should thank the Lord every 
day for their health, because 
when you lose ft, it's hard to get 
it back." 


John has been absent from the 


Cyclone helm since mid-De-

cernber when doctors dis- 
covered the tumor. He has been 
undergoing chemotherapy at 


Mayo Clinic in Rochester, 
Minn. 


He has been directing sum- 


mer basketball camps at ISU. 


John, 54, was named 1969 Na- 


tional Basketball Writers coach 
of the year when he took the 
Drake Bulldogs to third place in 
the National Collegiate Asso- 
ciation finals. 


He was a four-time winner of 


Coach of the Year honors in the 
Missouri 
Valley Conference, 


where he won or tied for four 
championships before coming to 
Iowa State in 1871. He took three 
of his Drake teams into the 
national collegiate playoff series. 


John's career started at Mo- 


berly. Mo., Junior College 
where he had a 285-58 record. He 
won two national champion- 
ships and eight Missouri state 
titles at Moberly. 


At Drake and Iowa State, he 


ran his career total to 539 wins 
against 224 losses, going 211-131 
with the Bulldogs and 43-35 with 
the Cyclones. 


The Iowa State Athletic Coun- 


cil immediately formed a 
screening committee to receive 
applications for the head bas- 
ketball coaching position.

North Platte — Tom Ellis is one guy who 


should hold a high rating on Nebraska anglers' 


, most likeable people list:

No*, only b Tom Ellis a «ke fuy, he's the 


head of the North Platte State Fish Hatchery 
where most of the Nebraska walleye, northern 
pike, striped baas and smallmontfa bass stocking 
fish come from. Ellis has been in charge of the 
North Platte hatchery for nearly two years. 


"I think we've been darned lucky," Ellis 


said modestly. "I can only attribute the produc- 
tion here to luck. Food and water temperatures 
are the key to raising fish. If the water and con- 
ditions "are favorable, we do very well." 


Last" year was one such year for Ellis and 


aid Doug.Kapke. From the 40 acres of water, 38 
one-acre ponds and one two-acre pond, came 
470,000 .striped bass fry and fingerlings. This 
year the figure fell under 200,'000 due to un- 
favorable conditions. 


Also raised for stocking this year were some 


220,000 northern pike and 350,000 walleye fry 
and fingerlings.1 


Fry are defined as young fish, newly 


hatched from eggs. Fingerlings are fry grown to 
about two to four-inches long. 


What Ellis and company do in a season's ef- 


fort is concentrate on getting the most but the 
hardiest fish they can from the rearing ponds. 


"About March 15, we take our northern 


pike brood stock from the Sandhill lakes near 
Valentine," Ellis explained. "They are taken to 
the-Valentine hatchery where the eggs are 
stripped but. Then the eggs are brought here 
and put on our hatching battery. We stock them 
in;the rearing ponds when they eye out. That's 
just a little while before they actually hatch." 


Ellis explained the rearing ponds were left 


with marginal vegetation to similate natural 
, conditions for the young northern, which is one 


of the most cannibalistic fishes found anywhere. 


After 40-50 days, the fishery biologists begin 


draining the ponds to recover the two-to-four- 
inch fingerlings for stocking around the state. 


WtUeyes are reared in the same manner 


with brood stock coming from the Lewellen fish 
trap above Lake McConaughy. This year brood 
fish also came from Lake Malooey south of 
North Platte and from Jeffrey Reservoir. 


In the future, Ellis says brood walleyes may 


also come from Sutherland and Red Willow 
Reservoirs. 


The hatchery manager, while turning out 


hundreds of thousands of fingerlings and fry for 
stocking, says the survival from the fry to 
stocking size fish is only 50-70% for walleye and 
a mere 10-20% for northerns. 


Unlike the northerns placed in the rearing 


ponds before actually hatching from the egg, the 
walleye are permitted to hatch out in the 
hatchery circulating battery before being placed 
in the ponds to grow to one-to-two-inch stocking 
size ;n the 40-SO-day span. 


The striped bass are a little different. The 


eggs are flown from Virginia since the fish is not 
native to Nebraska. The stripers are then 
hatched in the hatchery battery and stocked in 
the ponds when they are 10-12 days old. 


.The stripers may be the fish of the future hi 


this state, according to Ellis' stocking program. 
This year, 46,000 stripers were stocked in Lakfr 
Minatare, 75,000 in Harian County/ Reservoir, 
27,000 in Sutherland and 16,000 in Lake 
Maloney. 


As yet, however, the striper eggs and fry 


must come from the East coast until the 
biologists can capture brood stock from existing • 
stripers in Lake McConaughy or one of the other 
striper lakes in the state. 


Meanwhile, Ellis and company continue to 


strive to improve their operation, which he said 
will eventually improve fishing all over 
Nebraska.

Mishap Cause Argued 
By Promoter, Drivers 


HUTCffiNSON, Kan. (UPI) - 


The promoter of a weekend auto 
race on the Kansas fairgrounds 
Tuesday said the condition of the 
track and the lack of a fire truck 
on the scene were not factors in 
the injury to four drivers during 
a 13-car pileup. 


Several drivers complained 


that a huge dust cloud stirred up 
on the dirt track prevented them 
from seemg the pileup ahead. 
The crowd of 10,000 watched as 
car after car plowed into the bur- 
ning mass in front of the grands- 
tand 


"If that had been an asphalt 


track th-3 same thing would have 
happened," Jack Merrick, 
promoter of the National Super- 
modified Race, said. "The acci- 
dent occurred when someone 
drove up over the wheels of 
another car and flipped, and the 
cars coming in behind plowed 
into him." 


One of the drivers, Al Lem- 


mons of Tulsa, Okla , had 
another story. 


"The only thing that saved me 


' was I saw a driver just ahead of 


me put his hand out (a driver's 
signal to slow down)," he said. 
"It was so dusty you couldn't see 
anything." 


Lemmons said the drivers had 


requested that the track 
be watered down and were 
assured it would be before the 
race 


"Well, it wasn't," he said. 
Memck said Sunday's pileup 


was similar to the one at in- 
dianapohs several years ago, 
"and there's no dust at the (in- 
dianapolis speedway) trane 
associated g is a dangerous this. 


the fact that a mishap of this

Merrick said some changes 


need to be made in the track 
such as construction of a 
retaining wall on the inside of 
the oval. 


The promoter also had been 


criticized because there was no 
fire truck stations at the track. A 
-Reno County fire truck, 
stationed at the track in past 
years, was absent because 
Merrick and the department 
were unable to reach terms on 
financing the unit. 


It took the truck about five 


minutes to reach the track where 
the racing fuel had already 
exploded into a fireball, inflic- 
ting severe burns on three of the 


injured drivers. 


"I feel the fire-fighting equip- 


ment we had was adequate, and 
it was stationed in vehicles in 
different areas around the track. 
The people we had operating the 
equipment are experienced and 
qualified," Memcks said. 


Two of the drivers, Jack Petty 


of Wichita, and Jerry Soderberg 
of Dodge City, were reported in 
critical condition at the Universi- 
ty of Kansas medical center at 
Kansas City. They suffered 
severe second and tiird degree 
burns. 


Aaron Madden of Midwest Ci- 


ty, Okla, was hospitalized at 
Tulsa, also with severe burns.

Urbom Considers Terms 
To Hear Treaty Defense

Discussions are continuing on terms under 


which the Treaty of 1868 mil be heard in 
Wounded Knee cases, according to U.S. District 
Judge Warren K. Urbom. 


Urbom said, however, that he may make a 


ruling on the cases of defendants Michael Sturde- 
vant and Gregono Jaramillo before hearing the 
treaty defense. 


Sturdevant ana Jaramillo are now being tried 


on charges they impeded or tried to impede 
federal officers during a civil disorder by entering 
Wounded Knee with ammunition 


Defense Would Rest 


Under the arrangement now being discussed, 


according to defense attorney Robert Heeney, the 
defense would rest in this case, with the excep- 
tion of the treaty defense, within the next several 
weeks. 


At that time Judge Urbom may find the 


defendants innocent of the charges, in which case 
the treaty defense would no longer be an issue in 
this case 


Urbom may also find the defendants guilty, 


exclusive of the treaty defense. If that situation 
arises the treaty defense would be an issue in this 
case, with the guilt or innocence of the defen- 
dants not finally determined in Urbom's court un- 
til after the treaty defense is heard 


Underihe plan now being discussed all 117 or 


many of the defendants in the so-called non- 
leadership trials would agree that Urbom's deci- 
sion on the treaty would be binding on their 
cases. 


Separate Nation 


Defense attorneys have said that it will 


probably take about six weeks to prepare for the 
treaty defense. A major element of the defense 
appears to be that the Pine Ridge Reservation, in- 
cluding Wounded Knee, should be considered a 
separate nation, raising an issue of whether 
federal officers had any right to be there. 


According to John Thomas of the Wounded 


Knee Defense-Offense Committee, about 100 to 
200 witnesses may be called 


"The treaty is our blood and our lifeline," 


Thomas has said "This is what Wounded Knee 
was all about" 


Colburn On Stand 


Wayne Colburn, director of the U S Marshals 


Service, remained-on the stand all day Tuesday as 
defense attorneys attempted to obtain more 
evidence on the role of the military in the occupa- 
tion 


It was not clear when court recessed Tuesday 


afternoon whether former Atty. Gen Richard 
Klemdienst will be called to the stand Wednesday

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Hughes Indicted 
For Airline Deal 


LAS VEGAS, Nev. (AP) - 


Billionaire industrialist Howard 
Hughes and three other persons 
were indicted by a federal grand 
jury Tuesday on charges of con- 


> spiracy, stock manipulation and 
fraud in connection with 
•Hughes' 1968 acquisition of a 
regional airline. 


The indictment was a 


streamlined version of one 
returned Dec. 27,1973, and over- 
turned as faulty by U.S. District 
Court Judge Bruce Thompson, 
Tuesday's indictment was 
returned just seven hours before 
a midnight deadline for presen- 
ting new charges. 


The three men indicted with 


Hughes were Chester C. Davis, 
an attorney for Hughes' Surama 
Corp.; Robert A. Maheu, former 
head of Hughe?' Nevada 
gambling and hotel empire, and 
David B. Chamay, head of Four 
Star International, a movie 
production firm in Los Angeles. 


'Hank Greenspan, publisher of 


the Las Vegas Sun, and George 
Crockett, 
a Las Vegas 


businessman, were named as un- 
indicted co-conspirators. 


The four-count indictment 


charged Hughes, Davis, Maheu 
and Charnay with trying to force 
down the value of Air West stock 
in order to make it easier for 
Hughes to acquire financial con- 
trol of the airline. 


Air West was taken over by 


Hughes on Dec. 31, 1968, and 
later renamed Hughes Airwest. 


U.S. Atty. V. DeVoe Heaton 


said Hughes and the others 
would be served with sum- 


monia to appear at court at a 
date to be set by the district 
court clerk's office. 


But federal officials may face 


problems in bringing the 
publicity-shy Hughes into court. 
He has been living in the 
Bahamas, and that country's 
extradition agreements with the 
United States may shield him 
from being forced to return for 
trial. 


The indictment alleged that in 


August, 1968, Hughes told 
Maheu and Davis to offer to buy 
Air West for cash at a figure 
yielding Air West stockholders 
about $22 per share. The 
proposal would expire Dec. 31, 
1968. 


Three days before the 


deadline, the indictment said, 
about 52 per cent of the 
stockholders voted to accept the 
offer but the airline's board of 
directors rejected it by a 13-11 
vote. 


During the three days before 


the deadline, Hughes and the 
other defendants "unlawfully, 
willfully and knowingly did com- 
bine, conspire, confederate and 
agree together and with each 
other" to manipulate Air West 
stock and pressure the airline 
directors to sell to Hughes. 


As part of the scheme, the in- 


dictment charged that Hughes, 
Davis and Maheu "would repre- 
sent to stockholders of Air West 
and others that if the Hughes 
Tool proposal was not accepted 
by Air West, the price of the 
common stock of Air West 
would decline substantially."

Fred Gomez Carrasco, a 


former narcotics kingpin and 
leader of the rebel convicts who 
holed up in the prison library 
and seized hostages last 
Wednesday, offered to have five 


- officials trade places with the 
civilians 


Similar offers for a trade were 


turned down earlier. 


"There will be no exchange of 


hostages and it is not 
negotiable," prison spokesman 
Ron Taylor said, adding the 
department's board of directors 


had voted unanimously against 
the swap offer. 


Also rejected was a request by 


Carrasco for a bulletproof vest. 
Demands for more weapons 
were dropped earlier by the con- 
victs. 


Taylor said prison officials 


talked with Carrasco twice on 
the telephone Tuesday but 
negotiations for the release of 
the 10 civilians and three in- 
mates held captive "continue to 
be at an 'impasse on the hard 
points." 


Taylor said one shot was fired 


Tuesday from the library where 
the hostages were being held. 
"We don't know why it was fired 
or for what purpose or 
whatever," he said. 


Although the Cooper Nuclear 


Station had to be closed Monday 
evening and early Tuesday mor- 
ning, it was operating again by 
sunrise Tuesday, a Nebraska 
Public

spokesman said. 


The plant, shut down for 


repairs July 22, was reopened 
Monday morning.

have the 800,OOMtilowatt plant 
operating at 75% capacity later 
in the week, he added.

Grain Reserves Proposal Supported

Minneapolis — Gov. J. James 


Exon and the presidents of the 
National Farmers Union and the 
National Fanners Organization 
Tuesday threw their qualified 
support behind a proposal spon- 
sored by Minnesota Sen. Hubert 
H. Humphrey to raise the target 
price of grain and to rebuild 
grain reserves. 


Exon, who as chairman of the 


Midwest Governors Conference, 
secured unanimous support 
from his fellow governors for a 
resolution calling for con- 
gressional action similar to that 
proposed by Humphrey. 


The Exon resolution seeks an 


escalator provision in the target 
prices of wheat and feed grains 
in order that farmers can meet 
the increased costs of food 
production and a reinstatement 
of a forgiveness clause in the 
Farmers Home Administration 
disaster loan program. 


Escalator Vetoed 


Humphrey's proposal, out- 


lined during a panel discussion, 
originally included such an es- 
calator provision. However, 
Humphrey said it was deleted to 
avoid a possible veto by Presi- 
dent Richard Nixon. 


Tony Dechant of the Farmers 


Union called it "a step in the 


• right direction.'" 


However, Oren Lee Staley of 


the NFO expressed reservations 
about resumed stockpiling of 
grain. 


•'The grain reserve has got to 


be used for humanitarian pur- 
poses and not as a -price 
depressant," Staley said. 


He proposed that the reserves 


be privately administered by 
farmers and inspected by the 
federal government so a decision 
to sell surplus grain is "not tied 
to some political payoff." 


Doubts About Price 


He also expressed doubts that 


the S4.15 bushel price for wheat 
provided for in Humphrey's bill 


would be adequate in the future. 


Another speaker, Rep. Paul 


Fmdley, R-I1L, opposed the 
stockpiling of gram and called 
for an end to trade barriers and 
an "eat less meat" campaign. 


Stockpiling, he said, would 


"turn back the clock to the days 
of high government price sup- 
ports." 


'On Right Road Now' 


He remarked, "I don't know 


any farmer who wants to go back 
there. We're on the right road 
now. The government's role is at 
a minimum and prices are 
good.'' 


Exon said in a later interview 


that he foresees nothing new the

state can do on its own to 
stabilize the farm economy. The 
best thing a governor can do, he 
-said, is to continue to seek input 
from farmers and to lobby 
'national leaders for the 
programs they desire. 


Exon took no position on 


whether Nebraska Attorney 
General Clarence A. H. Meyer 
should join in an antitrust suit 
filed by two Nebraska state 
senators charging major grocery 
stores with alleged price fixing 
in meat purchases. 


"That's strictly up to Atty. 


Gen. Meyer," Exon said. "It's a 
matter between the members of

Minneapolis — Nobel Prize 


winner Norman E. Borlaug 
Tuesday compared inaction by 
world leaders in halting a 
menancing global food crisis to 
the fiddling of Nero while Rome 
burned. 


Borlaug, a self-professed 


"world citizen," said preoccupa- 
tion with the Watergate scandal 
is retarding progress and 
"threatening the stability of the 
world." 


If Asia's monsoons fail this 


year, world leaders will find only 


27 days of grain reserves on hand 
to meet an unprecended demand 
for food, he told the Midwest 
Governors Conference. 


And, he added, political 


stability is tied to an adequate 
food supply. 


The time is ripe, he said, for a 


national and a world food policy, 
but as yet, he said, there is not 
much indication that one is like- 
ly to occur. 


Borlaug, who was awarded the 


1970 Nobel Peace Prize for his 
wheat research, proposed that: 


—Fertilizer production be

expanded, especially for 
nitrogen fertilizer. 


—People switch their eating 


habits to include more grain and 
less meat. Borlaug said it 
requires 8Vz to nine pounds of 
grain to produce one pound of 
meat. "'As population pressures 
increase, the trend will be 
towards more consumption of 
grain." he said. 


—The protein content of grain 


be improved. Borlaug is 
regarded as a pioneer in the 
development of new wheat 
strains. 


—Grain reserves be main- 


tained by all industrialized 
nations. 


—The world monetary and in- 


flationary situation be stabilized. 
Inflation, he said, threatens the' 
world's hungry and pointed to 
the economic problems of Chile 
and Uruguay as examples. 


—The world start to control its 


population. Noting a rise in 
totalitarian forms of government 
on the left and the right, Borlaug 
said democratic institutions are 
ill equipped to handle problems 
effectively when population 
levels are high. 


However, Borlaug said he has 


great faith in the moral con- 
science of the American people 
to meet the challenge.

Unless impeachment is 


resolved by Oct 1. Walker said, 
the Senate debate is "going to 
obscure any meaningful dis- 
cussion" in the November elec- 
tions. 


"Let's have a fair trial, and 


let's move ahead," he said. 


August 
Outlook 
Hot, Dry 


Hot and dry is the Nebraska 


outlook for August, according to 
the National Weather Service's 
30-day outlook released Tuesday. 


Above normal temperatures 


for all of Nebraska plus light 
precipitation, except over the 
extreme northwest where locally 
heavy amounts are indicated, 
comprise the August forecast for 
the state. 


Normal temperatures for 


Nebraska in August range from 
maximum highs of 87 to 90 
degrees Aug. 1, lowering to 81 to 
83 degrees by Aug. 31, the NWS 
said. 


Precipitation normals for the 


month range from less than an 
inch in the extreme northwest 
part of the Panhandle to nearly 
4''2 inches in extremen southeast 
Nebraska, according to the 
NWS. 


Meanwhile, July was ending 


on a comparativly cool note. 
Beatrice topped the state 
Tuesday with 91 degree, 
followed by 90 at Lincoln, 
Beatrice and Alliance topped the 
state Tuesday with 93 degrees,

Platte and Burwell. 


Delightful sleeping weather

New Jobs 
Up 68% 
In State 


Nebraska's in dustrial growth 


during the first half of 1974 
showed an increase in the 
number of estimated new jobs 
created compared with the same 
period m 1973, according to data 
compiled by the Department of 
Economic Development. 


Nineteen new industries an- 


nounced m Nebraska during the 
first six months of 1974 are 
expected to create 1,715 new 
employment 
opportunitites 


when they are in full production. 
This represents a 68% increase 
over the same period in 1973 
when 25 reported new industries 
projected the creation of some 
1.016 new jobs. 


1974 shows no change from 


1973 in the number of reported 
industrial expansions. From 
January through June of both 
years, 18' existing industries 
reported expansion plans. An- 
ticipated new jobs from the first 
half of 1974 expansions total 860. 


While not all industries repor- 


ting plans to build new plants or 
expand existing ones released 
plant and equipment investment 
figures, those that did release es- 
timated cost figures showed that 
the industrial development ac- 
tivity in Nebraska for the first 
half of 1974 would result in an es- 
timated investment of S41.2 
million. 


Of the 37 reported new in- 


dustries and expansions, 15 oc- 
curred in communities of more 
than 20.000 population, 20 an- 
nounced plans in communities of 
less than 10.000 population and 2 
were announced in communities 
of from 10.000 to 20.000 popula- 
tion. 


The Department reported a 


high level of activity in its in- 
dustrial development division 
during the first half of 1974 with 
an increase in the number of in- 
dustrial contacts over the same 
period last year. The Depart- 
ment indicated that the outlook 
for industrial development in 
Nebraska is somewhat clouded 
by a Department of Commerce 
survey that predicted a drop in 
the percent nse in captial out- 
lays for the second half of 1974.

Lawmakers Back Off 


On Monday, the lawmakers 


backed off from granting the 
mayor a $5,000 pay hike, which 
would have allowed three direc- 
tors to be given cost of living in- 


creases without violating the 
charter. 


Denney also requested the 


commission to recommend a 
charter change which would give 
the lawmakers the final say over 
the Comprehensive Plan. 


The City-County Planning 


Commission is charged with 
nnal approval powers, although 
it is up to the council to imple- 
ment the plan. Updating of the 
plan is underway and several 
council members have deplored 
the present approval process. 


A change in state law -also 


would be needed to give the law- 
makers final control over the 
plan. 


Sept 15 Deadline 


In order for any issue to be 


placed on the November ballot. 
City Atiy. Dick Wood informed 
the commission that recommen- 
dations would be needed by 
Sept. 15. That would give the 
City Council time to hold public 


hearings and place proposals on 
the ballot 


Wood and Councilwomen

— Clarifying 
charter 


requirements describing when a 
vole of the people is needed for 
the issuance of revenue and 
general obligation bonds. 


-Expanding the charter to 


allow the city to commit funds to 
finance such projects as a Per- 
forming Arts Center, proposed 
for downtown Lincoln by the 
Downtown Advisory Committee. 


In other business the commis- 


sion elected banker Karl Dickin- 
son chairman and Breta Dow 
vJce-chairman. 


Panel mamber Laurence Tyler 


was directed to prepare a list of 
proposed operating rules for dis- 
cussion at next Tuesday's 
meeting.
